AGRICULTURAL.

Does Cultivation /fleet the Climate In 
this State, and How?—Corn 
as a Crop. 


Science has long since settled the point that 
rains are heavier and the atmosphere damper 
in a timbered country than in a country 
stripped of its forests. Whenever on the 
earth we findlargebrtaithsof foreste, whether 
on mountains or level lands, there we find the 
annual rainfall falls greater, and the average 
moisture greater through the year, and as 
rule the greater the proportion of the country 
that is covered with forest just in that pro' 
portion the rainfall and moisture in the 
atmosphere increases. On the other hand 
the more naked the country is or the more 
the soil, whether naturally good or bad, is 
exposed to the action of the unobstructed 
rays of the sun, the less the annual rainfall 
and the drier and more ratified the atmos 
phere. It is true that there are many other 
causes than forests that atfect the climate of 
a country, such as the exposure to the sea and 
prevailing winds from them called sea breezes, 
and they again the influence of these sea 
breezes is curtailed or extended by the natural 
formation of the country. Thus a level 
country extending a long distance back 
from the sea without the intervention 
of the mountain ranges enjoys the beneficial 
influences of those sea breezes, while the 
intervention of sueh ranges cuts the moisture 
off or throws it up so high in passing inland 
that its benefits are lost entirely so far as agri 
cultural benefits are concerned. This is the 
general position of the great inland Talleys 
of the Sacramento and San Joaquin. If to­ 
night the coast range mountains were to be 
removed or sunk to a level with the general 
level of the valleys themselves, the people 
of these valleys to-morrow would experience 
a great change in the climate, and, in fact, 
the climate of the entire State would be per 
manently revolutionized, and the climate of 
the coast counties, or a climate approaching 
it in general characteristics, would be the 
climate of the entire inland portion of the 
State. Yolo, Sacramento, ColuBa and Yuba 
counties would enjoy the fogs and damp 
breezes that now are being brought in from 
the sea to invigorate animal and vegetable life 
throughout Marin, Sonoma and Mendocino 
counties. With the present formation if the 
country these damp and cool sea breezes, 
meeting the Coast Range mountains, are 
forced by them up so high above the interior 
valleys of the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
that their influence upon them is almost en­ 
tirely lost, and it is not felt again upon the 
surface of the earth till they have reached 
high elevations on the Sierra Nevada. What 
little benefits we get from these sea breezes 
now, or at least the greater portion of those 
benefits we receive, come through the Golden 
Gate, and even in front of this only break in 
the Coast Range mountains sits Mount Dia­ 
blo, intercepting and diverting their course to 
the interior in such a manner that the interior 
receives but a moity of the benefits it would 
otherwise receive, albeit this Mount Diablo 
must be credited with savine the valleys 
many a furious and destructive wind storm 
that we would experience each season if it 
were to bs removed or if it were to be sunk 
to a level with the surrounding country. If 
this isolated peak of the Coast Range were to 
be removed, leaving the balance of these 
mountains as they norv are, we should hardly 
seek a residence at any point in the interior 
of the State that would be reached by the 
centers of wind-storms that would then sweep 
over the interior of the State. Tne Golden 
Gate acts as a funnel to collect and direct the 
sea winds and storms inland, but Mount Dia­ 
blo is a natural obstruction to check the force 
and spread the influence of these winds and 
storms over a much larger surface than they 
would otherwise reach. 
We have spoken of some of the general 
natural causes that influence and make the 
climate of the interior of our State what it 
is. There are many local natural causes that 
operate to change—some improving and some 
injuring the climates of localities affected by 
them. By natural causes we refer only to 
such as have not been and are not likely to 
be affected or changed by man, such as the 
natural formation—level or broken—of the 
country, and the water courses. There are 
other causes that, while the country was un 
settled or uncultivated, were generally con 
sidered, and were in fact, purely natural 
causes, but which, by the settlement and 
cultivation of the country, have been bo 
changed, and their influence upon the general 
climate as well as the local climates of the 
State revolutionized, that they have in fact 
become artificial causes. We refer to that 
class of causes that themselves depend on the 
condition of the immediate surface of the 
earth—soil—not covered by natural forests. 
In other words, such as are brought about by 
the cultivation of the soil aud its occupation 
by growing crops, as alfalfa, the various 
kinds of cereals and vegetables, and grape­ 
vines, orchards, and such ornamental 
and other shrubbery as are 
found 
in 
all 
our 
towns 
and 
cities. 
This latter class of causes not only have an 
immediate and direct influence on the air 
in the immediate locality of each, but they 
have a general influence extending to and 
affecting favorably or counteracting to some 
extent the unfavorable influences oí the Coast 
Range, intervening as they do between the 
interior of the State and our main source of 
moisture either in winter or summer. To 
make this proposition the more plain, let us 
revert for a moment to the condition of the 
surface of the earth over the entire agri­ 
cultural or arable portion of the State in 1849, 
or before the occupation of the same by 
Americans. There was then no cultivation 
comparatively, and the surface soil almost 
everywhere had been packed down so closely 
that it was almost as impenetrable to water 
as the adobes of which the owners and tend­ 
ers of stock made their houses. 
The 
rains of winter fell upon the lauds, but being 
unable to penetrate them, the accumulated 
waters sought th-.ir way through the immense 
number of outlets—sloughs, dry creeks and 
underground passages—to the large rivers, 
and thus into the bays and ocean, 
which they reached in almost as clear 
and pure a state as when they fell from the 
clouds. Thus when the rainy season was at 
an end, and it made bat little difference how 
much rain had fallen, the water was com­ 
pletely out of the country, and the land, 
though generally covered with an early 
growth of vegetation, was dry, and within a 
month from the closing rains was cracked 
and baked down to a depth of from eight to 
ten feet, and its effect ui>on the local and gen- 


other form, there was practically no water 
reservoirs except in deep tule lands, great de­ 
pressions without outlets, and lakes—since 
the hardpan was practically on the surface— 
whereas now every tilled acre is an artificial 
reservoir, from the surface of which evapora­ 
tion is going on during the whole of every dry 
s -as- d, thus forming an annually increasing 
c nnecting link between the surface moisture 
of the interior valleys and the damp, cool 
current of sea air floating over them almost 
daily. Whether there results more extended 
rainy seasons from this condition of things 
or not, it is positively certain that there does 
come out of it a more moist soil and atmos­ 
phere, circumstances which render it possible 
to grow a greater variety of crops, and thus 
make the pursuit of agriculture more safe 
and independent, and hence more desirable. 
Artificial irrigation is one of the means of 
rendering cultivation more successful, and 
from this practice, also, comes an aid to a 
moister climate. It will be remembered that 
for a number of years back a moist, cool 
spell of weather has come on just in time to 
save and perfect the wheat crop when it 
seemed to be threatened with destruction 
by drying north winds and heated sunny 
weather. Last season many of our wheat 
fields seemed to be past redemption, and 
some were being cut for hay, when one of 
these favorable changes took place and per­ 
fected the heaviest wheat crop ever har­ 
vested. The same favorable change lias 
secured a fair medium crop of plump 
wheat this season, when the general expecta­ 
tion had settled upon a light crop of shrunk 
and shriveled grain. Thus we think we have 
shown that man, by cultivation and without 
any general effort to do so, has brought about 
very great and favorable changes in the cli­ 
mate of this State, and the question now 
naturally arises, to what extent it is possible 
to push these changes when there shall be a 
united effort, directed by scientific principles 
intelligently understood and applied. We 
have been stripping our entire valley of its 
natural forests and oak openings, but we have 
supplied their places to some extent with 
orchards and vineyards, so that in this re­ 
spect we have given as good as we have 
taken ; but what we want is to give in the 
future more than we take. Let us increase 
the area in orchards and vineyards, and at 
the same time let every farmer plant out on 
his place an artificial forest of rapid-growing 
and valuable timber—say the native black 
walnut, the locust, the catalpa, the blue gum 
and the various kinds of elm for bard woods, 
and the poplar, the cottonwood and some of 
the better classes of willow for soft timber. 
Then for evergreens may be culti­ 
vated successfully in almost all sections 
of the State many varieties of the pine and 
the redwood and cypress. A few acres of 
forest of mixed trees would be the most 
profitable investment farmers conld make on 
their farms, and while they would add im­ 
mensely to the beauty and cheerfulness of the 
country, the forests would, at the same time, 
prove among the most effective means of 
accelerating favorable changes in the climate 
and securing a retention of moisture in the 
soil during the summer seasons. Indeed we 
think it possible to effect so great changeB in 
this direction that a renewal of crops of 
almost any kind will be possible in midsum 
mer on the more moist lands, and that good 
vegetables can be produced of every kind in 
the sections now devoted exclusively to the 
small grains. The changes of the past have 
been so great without any concert of effort 
that it is impossible to predict the probabili­ 
ties of the future when science shall direct 
and organized action shall execute its sug 
gestiona.

Corn as a Crop. 
In the Mississippi country corn is fully at 
home and makes one of the most profitable 
crops of the farmer, especially when fed to 
hogs or other stock to fatten them. In this 
State corn does not do as well as in the coun 
try referred to, because of the cool nights. 
Oar climate, except in certain localities, is 
too dry for corn. L ob Angeles county is 
probably the banner county in the State for 
corn. Corn has been made a profitable crop 
in the counties of Yuba and Sacramento, and 
on the San Joaquin and Yuba rivers, on the 
light loamy soils. Corn does well in some of 
the higher counties of the San Joaquin river. 
It is noticeable, however, that the change in 
climate that has been going on, induced by 
cultivation and other causes, introducing 
more moisture and causing lees change be 
tween the temperature of day and night, are 
decidedly favorable to corn. We are not cer 
tain that corn may not yet be profitably cul­ 
tivated alternately with wheat in such a 
manner as to give the soil a rest from 
wheat on alternate years, keep the soil 
cleaner from weeds than it is kept by sum­ 
mer fallowing, and at the same time bring a 
return every year. We think it worth while 
that farmers should make a fair trial by 
planting a part of their wheat fields with 
corn at the same time they summer-fallow 
the other part. Compare the cost of neces­ 
sary cultivation of the corn with the cost of 
summer-fallowing the same amount of land, 
and make up a balance-sheet by adding the 
gross receipts from corn and wheat produced 
oa the one part, and deducting the expense 
of the two crops for the two years, thus 
showing the net profits of that part of the 
land for the two years; then deducting from 
the gross receipts of the one wheat crop the 
expense of its cultivation by summer- 
fallowing, and putting in the crop, 
including the expense of harvesting in 
each case ; this would give a clear view of 
the financial operation. Then the next 
thing to be done would be to determine which 
piece of land was left in the best condition— 
the one that has produced two crops 
or 
the 
one 
that 
has 
produced 
only one. We believe that in maDy of our 
wheat-growing districts two crops can thus 
be made, with a considerable addition of 
profits, and that the land will suffer less de­ 
terioration. With Buch a system it may be 
made profitable to keep a large proportion of 
stock on the farms of our wheat-growers to 
good advantage, and thus one innovation 
may follow another until the problem of 
getting rid of the one crop system may be 
gradually and profitably solved. The world 
moves in agriculture, as in all other things, 
and if California does not move with it in 
this respect, we shall soon find ourselves in 
the rear instead of the advance in matters 
pertaining to our largest material interests.

era! climate of the State was like that of a 
wide desert. The line of separation between 
the wet and dry season was much more 
sharply drawn than now. The dry desert air 
of the interior caused the moist winds and fogs 
from the ocean to leap higher over the Coast 
range, and their influence was scarcely per­ 
ceptible from April to December in all the 
interior of the State. These cool, damp sea­ 
sons that we are now experiencing more and 
more every May and June were then un­ 
known. and night dews were among 
the things we bad left behind us. 
Throughout vast sections of country where 
perpetual water can lie obtained now in wells 
fifteen an! twenty feet deep, the people were 
obliged to abandon their claims in the autumn, 
because water was not obtainable at any 
depth at that season of the year. In fact 
nearly half of the present good wheat grow­ 
ing sections of the State were then too dry 
even for the maturity of wild oats, and the 
cultivation of wheat and barley, though ptr- 
severinglv tried, had to be and was aban­ 
doned, and was only resumed when it 
became evident that a change of cli­ 
mate had been produced, but from a cause, 
then but little underst jod—the general culti­ 
vation of the surrounding country that was 
a little more far rably situated. It is now 
realized that each additional acre cultivated 
in the valley, even though it remain uncov­ 
ered and unshaded by a green growing crop, 
adds to the capacity of the whole interior 
country to retain the moisture of the winter 
for use _ during the winter, and that 
if a crop is cultivated on that additional acre 
the influence for retaining moisture is still 
ugmented. When we take into consiilers- 
ion the extent of the land cultivated within 
this State and that this cultivation has added 
the same area as a water reservoir varying in 
depth from one foot, the depth of the hard- 
Í>ar, to an indefinite depth where there is no 
lardpan, we need not be surprised at the 
ameliorating influence cultivation is pro­ 
ducing in this State. Before the advent of

Another romance of the British peerage 
is looming up in the British press. The 
Rev. Win. Henry Ricketts Jervis, Vicar of 
St. Paul’s Church, Colchester, it is said is 
about to claim the estates and the title of 
Vissount St. Vincent, now held by his 
kinsman, John Edward I^eveson Jervis, a 
nephew of the lady over whose married 
life with the half-mad son of the Begum 
of Sombre Sirdhaneb such a scandal arose 
some thirty years ago, and who is now 
Lady Forester. The title of Viscount St. 
Vincent was created in 1801 for the famous 
Admiral Sir John Jervis after his brilliant 
victory over the Spanish fleet off Cape St. 
Vincent. He had previously been made an 
K iri, but as he bad no issue the Viscount 
was created by a patent under which it 
should pass to the heir of his sister, Mrs. 
William Henry Ricketts. Mrs. Ricketts, 
who was married in 1750, had two Bons. 
Both of these assumed the surname of 
Jervis in 1801, when their uncle was made a 
Viscount. The elder son, William Henry 
Ricketts Jervis, a Captain in the Royal 
Navy, married early in life Lady Elizabeth 
Lambart, a daughter of the Earl of Cavan, 
by whom he had two daughters. From 
this lady he was divorced in 1759. Not 
long after this divorce he eloped and mar­ 
ried a lady of good family. On the 20th 
of January, 1805, he was drowned by the 
upsetting of his barge, and after his death 
his brother, Edward Ricketts Jervis, con­ 
tested the fact of his second marriage, 
The register having been lost the marriage 
could not be proved; the issue of it were 
set aside as illegitimate, and on the death 
of the first Lord St. Viscent in 1823, Ed­ 
ward Ricketts Jervis, then in his50th year, 
succeeded as second Viscount St. Vincent. 
The son of Captain Ricketts Jervis, haring 
since died, his grandson, the present Vicar 
of St. Paul's, Colchester, it is said, has at 
last found the long-lost marriage register 
of his grandmother, and will at once pro­ 
ceed to claim as his lawful inheritance the 
Viscount of St. Vincent and estates of the 
value of somo £7,000 a year. The actual 
holder of the title and the property is a 
young man of 31, who served with dis­ 
tinction in the Eighth Hussars during the 
Zulu war. The case, it will be seen, 
would make an excellent plot for a romance 
or a play.

Ella Wesner will have a troupe of her 
own next season, to be composed of Eng­ 
lish and American variety’ stars and called 
The Wesner Coterie. 
It is said that Lotta is sick from too 
much kicking. We hope that her friends 
will keep her at a safe distance from the 
bucket.—[Turf, Field and Farm. 
“ Felicia,” which did not make a success 
at the Union Square, although it deserved 
success, is being adapted for the St. 
James’, London, by G. W. Godfrey. 
While in Brooklyn Barnum’s Zulus al­ 
ways bought the daily papers, and, strange 
to say, the first thing they looked for was 
the latest news from Ireland. No libel, 
please. 
A professional musician is now claiming 
notoriety by playing on sixteen drums all 
at once. This is allowed in spite of the 
fact that a man with one drum can run an 
audience out of a theater. 
Salvini his bought the Theater Delle 
Loggie, Florence, and renamed it after 
himself. He should have purchased the 
Coliseum at Rome, and performed “ The 
Gladiator” there annually.

Manager De Beauplan, of the French 
Opera Company, has, saya the Mirror, 
been sued by a business firm in New Or­ 
leans for the recovery of a large amount of 
money loaned him by them. Much sur­ 
prise is expressed there that this gentle­ 
man should have been so behind time in 
financial matters, as the season was sup­ 
posed to have been a very successful one. 
I’atti has again changed her mind about 
her American tour. The latest idea is that 
Bhe will have a farewell season at Covent 
Garden next year, after the manner of 
Signor Mario’s farewell at the same thir­ 
teen years ago. Her farewell of the prov­ 
inces and the Continent will be taken next 
winter, and a farewell tour in the United 
States in 1882-3 will close her career.

lar as any of them ?—[Spirit of the Times. 
Six extra performances of Booth and 
Irving's “ Othello ” were given at the 
London Lyceum. Manager Abbey is on 
hand to tempt the twin tragedians to visit 
America. 
If he succeed, Irving will be 
laughed at in this country for his eccentric 
mannerisms in spite of his unquestionable 
talent. He makes Othello black—a Moore 
(and Burgess) rather than a Moor. As lago 
he fondles and caresses Desdemona by way 
of consoling her. Fancy a Desdemona who 
can read Shakespeare allowing lago to take 
’erry—a very 
such liberties ! Yet Ellen 
greatly overpraised actress—thinks that 
good business when she plays with Irving ; 
but she omits it when Booth is the lago. 
Here she would be hissed.—[Exchange. 
Modjeska’s new play, “ Jnana,” is a 
dead failure at the London Court, and 
“ Adrienne ” has been revived. Next sea- 
soh Modjeska goes to the Princess ; and a 
new version of “ Frou Frou ” is being pre­ 
pared for her. W hat is the matter with 
the old versions, which were formerly good 
enough for London ? Modjeaka’s London 
success is a fad, and is more due to “Camille,” 
which was never permitted to be performed 
there before, than to her acting. With all 
our admiration for her talents, we record 
tho prediction that, if the Bernhardt terms 
which Modjeska demands are given her by 
any American manager, he will be ruined. 
In this country the success of her first sea­

During Passion 
Week, when most theatres are closed, or 
supposed to be playing to thin houses, the 
receipts were $4.375 for the five days. 
The autumn season will open with a W hit­ 
tington burlesque by Burnand. 
Joseph Murphy, who recently concluded 
a very successful fortnight engagement at 
the Grand Opera House, and who was last 
week at the Windsor Theater, can truly 
say that honest industry is its own reward 
Many years ago he was a poor Irish boy 
adrift in the streets of Sacramento. He 
was willing to work, bnt there was no 
work for him to do. He was hungry and 
had no place to sleep. Wandering from 
street to street in search of a job, late one 
afternoon he passed by the theater. Joseph 
Proctor, the great Nick of the Woods, was 
playing there, and was walking up and 
down in front of the theater, annoyed by 
a lot of bricks and laths left on the Bide­ 
walk by workmen who were putting up a 
new building next door. “ My boy,” said 
the tragedian, approaching our Irish 
lad, “ here is a pass to the gallery aud fifty 
cents if you will clear off that sidewalk 
before people commence coming to the 
theater.” “ I’ll do that same,” said the 
boy. Here was a bonanza ; meat, bread 
and lodgings, and an evening at the play. 
The boy performed his work faithfully, 
and after satisfying his hunger, greatly en­ 
joyed the first theatrical performance he 
had ever seen. The next day the trage­ 
dian saw the sidewalk obstructed again 
“ I am here,” said the boy, as if he had 
been the Duke’s motto. Sure enough he 
was there, and he got another fifty cents 
and another pass to the gallery. The next 
day the theater was closed and the trage 
dian was gone. Bricks and laths were 
nothing to the boy ; but, strangely enough, 
the performance he had Been so infatuated 
him that he determined to go on the stage, 
and being able to sing a song and do a little 
danciDg, he was soon known. To-day 
Joseph Murphy is a good comedian and a 
rich man, and he owes his success to his 
own efforts.—[Turf, Field and Farm.

Y a n k e e B a k e d I n d ia n P u d d in g .— One 
quart milk, one teaspoonful salt. When 
the milk boils stir in slowly one coffee cup 
cornmeal, stirring all the time ; beat three 
eggs and eight heaping tablespoonfuls 
sugar together. When the milk and meal 
have boiled five or six minutes remove from 
the fire, and ta cool and thin it stir in one 
pint and a half of cold milk (add a little 
sour cream if you have it), then stir in the 
eggs and sugar and half a teaspoonful cin­ 
namon ; bake about an hour. 
Tomato Soup (with Milk).—One quart 
canned tomato boil half an hour, while 
boiling add a piece of red pepper pod, 
three or four cloves, two sprigs of parsley, 
batter size of an egg (the tomato may now 
be pressed through a sieve if so preferred), 
half a pint of crackers (rolled). Just be­ 
fore it is ready to serve add a small tea­ 
spoonful of Boda, then one quart of milk, 
stirring constantly, and, last of all, some 
salt and a little cayeene pepper. The soda 
prevents the curdling of the milk. Ten or 
twelve large tomatoes, skinned and passed 
through a sieve, may be substituted for the 
canned tomato. 
Chocolate B lanc Mange —Take three 
pints of warm milk and soak in it a pack­ 
age of gelatine ; allow it to remain for two 
hours ; sweeten with four tablespoonfuls of 
sugar, after the gelatine is softened or 
melted ; scrape a square of sweet choco­ 
late, and put in a small saucepan with two 
spoonfuls of hot water ; if yon use un­ 
sweetened chocolate, add to the water two 
tablespoonfuls of sugar ; stir this all the 
time until perfectly smooth ; then, having 
your milk and gelatine on the fire, watch­ 
ing it closely so that it shall not burn, 
add by degrees your chocolate mixture ; 
have molds ready, in which put your blanc 
mange.—[Hetty H. 
S w ee t b r e a d s L a u d e d .—Parboil five of 
the largest sweetbreads yon can get. When 
half boiled lay them in cold water ; pre­ 
pare forcemeat of grated bread crumbs, 
lemon peel, butter, cayenne pepper and 
nutmeg; mix together with the beaten 
yolk of egg. Cut open the sweetbreads 
and stuff them with it, tying them round 
with pack thread. Have ready some slips 
of fat bacon and lemon peel, cut in very 
thin and narrow strips. Lard the sweet­ 
bread with them in alternate rows of bacon 
and lemon peel, drawing them through it 
with a larding needle. Do this regularly 
and handsomely. Then put them in the 
oven and let them brown. Serve with a 
sauce made of melted butter, a dessert­ 
spoonful of browned flour and gill of water, 
stirring all the time. Add salt, pepper, 
the beaten yolk of egg, and a glass of 
Madeira wine at the last. 
German Y east Bread.—When fresh 
German or compressed yeast can be ob­ 
tained, a very nice light bread can be made 
and baked in about three hours’ time. 
For two large loaves of bread use three 
pounds of Hour, one quart of lukewarm 
water, one tablespoonful of salt and two 
ounces of yeast ; dissolve the yeast in the 
water ; add to it enough of the flour to 
make a batter thick enough to bold the 
drops from the stirring-spoon when they 
are shaken from its surface, and set this 
batter or sponge near the stove to rise ; it 
must be plaeed where the hand can be laid 
without burning, and must be covered 
with a folded towel. When it is light and 
foaming mix in the rest of the flour and 
salt and knead it for five minutes, using 
enongh more flour to keep it from sticking 
to the hands or to the bread-board upon 
which it is kneaded ; form it into two 
loaves, place them in separate pans near 
the stove, and let them grow double in 
size ; then prick them with a fork, and 
bake them for an hour in a moderate oven, 
taking care that they do not burn. 
H ome-made Bread. —Two distinct meth­ 
ods produce good results ; both are given 
below, with personal preference for the 
quickest : To make the yeast—Boil two 
ounces of hops in four quarts of water for 
a half-hour, strain, cool the liquid until 
lukewarm, add half a pound of brown su­ 
gar, two teaspoonfuls of salt, and gradu­ 
ally stir in one pound of flour; let this 
leaven ferment four days in a temperature 
of about 98° Fahrenheit, stirring it when­ 
ever it rises to a foam. On the third day 
add to it three pounds of potatoes boiled 
and mashed, on the fourth day strain and 
bottle it and keep it iu a cool place. To 
make bread—Put seven pounds of flour in 
a deep bowl, make a hollow in the center 
and put into it one quart of lukewarm 
water, one tablespoonful of salt, one tea­ 
spoonful of sugar and a gill of yeast ; have 
ready three pints more of lukewarm water, 
and use as much of it as is necessary to 
make a rather soft dough, mixing it well 
with the hands until it is smooth and shin­ 
ing ; then strew a little flour under and 
over it, cover the bowl with a thick folded 
towel, and set to rise five hours in a tem­ 
perature of 98°; when it has risen knead it 
for fifteen minutes, divide into four loaves, 
place them in separate pans, and let the 
loaves stand where the dough has been 
until they have swollen to double their first 
size ; prick each one three times with a 
fork, and bake them one hour in a moder­ 
ate oven, taking care not to burn them. 
In winter be sure to keep the bread dough 
well covered, so that it may rise properly.

according to that accurate definition which 
regards neuralgia as a pnrely nervous dis­ 
ease. This error in diagnosis is an unfor­ 
tunate one, since it leads persons to neglect 
serious physical disturbances which might, 
if attended to in season, be corrected, and 
the patient entirely restored. Neuralgia, 
like gout and hay-fever, is regarded as a 
disease of the higher classes, as indicating 
a fine nervous organization aud better 
blood than flows in the veins of the masses ; 
and I’m afraid this leads some foolish 
women to cherish tbeir neuralgias as they 
would any other mark of social distinction. 
The motion is founded upon a mis­ 
conception of physiological principles 
and 
relations. 
The 
thin, 
delicate, 
small-waisted 
American 
girl, 
with 
her blue blood flashing through a skin as 
transparent as porcelain, her sensitive 
nerves which make her a m artjr to neural­ 
gias, is a less tine animal—if we like to con­ 
sider her in that light only—than her Eng­ 
lish sister, whose beauty is perhaps of a 
coarser type, but of a more enduring 
quality, and whose nerves, not less fine 
and keen and sensitive, are housed among 
sounder tissue, fed upon richer blood, 
nourished by a more perfect digestion and 
more generous nutriment. In ten years 
the fine, nervous organization of the Amer­ 
ican girl will have broken down ; the in­ 
strument will be out of tune ; the trans­ 
parent complexion grown sallow ; the face 
haggard ; the temples sunken ; the eyes 
set in purple hollows. And this when her 
English friend is fat, and fair, and rosy. 
Now, I do not think that the fine, 
nervous organization, so-called, is -of 
any better material than the common 
clay of our physical human natures, or 
that it signifies any more delicate spiritual 
forces at work under the material, any 
more refined perceptions, or tastes, or 
feelings, or any more exalted mental 
power, or any underlying vein of genius. 
What it does signify is probably a want of 
equilibrium in the physical constitution— 
some fault of nutrition by which the 
nerves are defrauded of their pabulum. 
In other words, the delicate, nervons or­ 
ganization is an unsound organization. 
¡Sensitive nerves indicate disease some­ 
where in the nervous system, just as truly 
as sensitive lungs indicate a taint of scrofu- 
losis, or some other allied vice of the blood. 
Let us rid ourselves of the notion that it is 
a fine thing to be delicate : let us not 
fancy a supersensitive, nervous organiza- 
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inflammatory gather, the point where the road will strike 
at all, 1 thu 
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It 
tion any mark of high breeding, 
fine and beautiful thing to be well, to have 
every bodily function in perfect order, 
to be sound, and strong, and hardy, to 
have that reserved force of body which 
can bear an extra strain now and then and 
not fall short, and which will let the years 
sit lightly upon us when their number be­ 
come somewhat formidable. And to that 
end we must attend to the little warnings 
which are often kindly premonitions of im­ 
pending danger. It is only neuralgia says 
the young girl. “ The Doctor says it is 
nothing hut neuralgia,” says the over­ 
worked woman, and she goes on taxing 
herself just as before. Now, note this -. 
Neuralgia is one of these warnings which 
should be heeded. There is no neuralgia 
without weakness or disease somewhere, 
either constitution or local, and where 
neuralgia exists measures shouid always be 
taken to tone up and strengthen the sys­ 
tem generally. To relieve the paroxysms 
and prevent their recurrence. 
This 
is the indication. 
Among the fore­ 
most local anodynes is water, hot 
and cold. The pain is apparently capri­ 
cious. What will relieve one case will 
exasperate another. 
The apparent ca­ 
priciousness is, however, probably ac­ 
counted for by general principles which 
we do not fully understand. After middle 
life neuralgia may result from an undue 
determination of blood to a particular 
part. There is degeneration of the walls 
of the arteries and of the smaller vessels 
as well; they yield under the influx of 
blood, and painful pressure is made upon 
the nerves of the part. In this case warm 
applications would still further relax the 
vessels and increase the pain, while cold 
water or ice would eonstringe them, repel 
the blood, relieve pressure and ease the 
pain. This may he one reason why a low 
temperature will suit one case and be ut­ 
terly unadapted to another. If hot appli­ 
cations fail to relieve, cold ones should 
always be tried.—[Correspondent Chicago 
Tribune.

Baby’s Bow 
These need not cause anxiety in all 
cases. If the child is healthy, and has 
good, nourishing food and pure air—the 
two great essentials for making good blood 
—it will probably outgrow its bow legs 
naturally enough as its strength increases. 
Rubbing the legs with your hands in the 
morning may help to strengthen and to 
straighten them, holding them straight 39 
you rub them. If the case is pretty bad, 
the two legs may be bound together with 
comfortable bandages during sleep, rubbing 
them well before and after binding them. 
If the child is quite young, it may be kept 
from standing on its feet for a few months, 
giving nature time to straighten the 
crookedness while the limbs are growing 
stronger. A carriage and a high chair 
are helps toward carrying out the plan. All 
the things that have been mentioned as 
curative agencies may be used as prevent­ 
ives. A healthy child, with wholesome 
food and pure air to breathe, if kept from 
standing and walking while too young and 
weak, will not have bow legs. Scrofulous 
children are more likely to suffer in this 
way, and those that are very fleshy. 
Don’t take pride in your fat baby. Ex­ 
cessive fat is really a disease, instead of a 
sign of health. Fatten your pigs as much 
as you fancy, but do not deliberately fatten 
your children. Give them plenty of good, 
growing food, and they will be plump 
enongh for symmetry, and not too heavy 
for comfortable activity. It is no wonder 
that the little legs bend under the heavy 
weight of some fat little toddlers. Snch 
children should not be encouraged to stand 
or walk until they have grown strong 
enough to do so of their own accord, and 
then should not be allowed to walk too 
much. —[Sanitarian._____

Neuralgia, like migraine, which is indeed 
only a variety of the disease, is a very 
common malady among women—more com­ 
mon probably in women than in men. 
There are few persons, however, of either 
sex who do not occasionally experience 
sharp, transitory pains, more or less se­ 
vere, which is popularly Bpoken of as neu­ 
ralgia Strictly speaking, the word is cor­ 
rectly applied, since all pain is neuralgia 
or nerve-ache. But a sharp pain in the 
aide, the result of inflammation of the 
pleura, is not neuralgia, as medical author­ 
ities understand the term, and doubtless 
many of the neuralgias which afflict men 
and women, especially women, would 
be found, upon close examination, 


A Splendid Prospect In Lassen County— 
SusanvlUe Improvements. 
S u s a n v il l e , June 10, 1881. 
Never since the settlement of Lassen 
county have its inhabitants had as mnch 
cause to congratulate themselves on the 
splendid prospects before them as at the 
present time. The winter, which was un­ 
commonly mild, gave way to spring at 
least one month ahead of former years, 
and with it3 advent came weather that ena­ 
bled the rancher to prosecute his work 
almost without interruption. In April the 
thermometer reached 87° in the shade. 
This warm weather was succeeded by copi­ 
ous showers of rain, which brought out 
the foliage and flowers of the fruit trees 
weeks ahead of former years; not the 
trees alone felt the influence, but the seeds 
sown, and the grasses of the meadows and 
hills, until to-day Lassen is one sea of 
waving green. Shower after shower has 
succeeded one another, seemiugly just 
when needed. Since last Saturday nearly 
two inches of rain has fallen, with 
prospects of more soon. 
In almost 
every instance the rains were fol­ 
lowed by warm weather, although there 
has been a few slight fro3tB, doing a little 
damage to tender vegetables, but not in­ 
juring grain. To sum np, so far as the 
ranchers are concerned, the Beaeon is at 
least a month ahead of former years, the 
hay crop never looking finer, with a larger 
acreage sown, the grain crop never promis­ 
ing as well, and the fruit trees of all kinds 
just loaded, while berry bushes are bend­ 
ing under the weight of their luscious 
products. Lassen is generally considered 
an agricultural county, but it has other in­ 
terests which are attracting outsiders and 
bringing men and capital within its bor­ 
ders. The mines at Hayden Hill are no 
doubt immensely rich, and new strikes and 
developments are weekly made there ; still 
they have never been what older mining lo­ 
calities wonld call half prospected yet. In 
Diamond Mountain district much pros­ 
pecting is being done, with a favorable 
outlook. The Register of the Land Office 
here recently informed me that he was 
weekly in receipt of letters from the 
States, Canada and Europe, asking if there 
is any land within his district open for pre­ 
emption. Now thisdistrict contains thecoun- 
ties of Modoc, Lassen and parts of Plumas 
and Sierra. 
Iu this territory there are 
2S0 surveyed townships of six miles square, 
and not one acre in fifty is claimed of this 
vast area. Of course much of the most 
desirable land is claimed, still there is 
plenty of as good remaining in the district 
as that occupied. T.Yhen Eagle lake is 
tipped it will open up for settlement at 
least 100,000 acres of as good land as there 
is in this valley. Surveys have been made, 
an engineer is on the ground, and shafts 
and other work is being done, preliminary 
to starting the tunnel and ditch, which I 
hear will soon be prosecuted with vigor. 
The tunnel necessary to tap the lake will 
be about 9.000 feet long, connecting with 
a V flume 17 miles long, in which it is pro­ 
posed to transport lumber from the borders 
of the lake to Belfast, a town in prospect­ 
ive at the end of the flume. The prose­ 
cution of this work will put in cir­ 
culation a large amount of money, 
which those that are said to be 
interested in it are known to possess ; 
consequently all classes will reap benefits 
from such an enterprise. That the Nevada 
and Oregon Railway is being built, that is, 
started this way from Reno, is an estab­ 
lished fact, and no doubt many in this 
valley feel sanguine that they can soon 
stand in their doors and see the trains on 
the narrow gauge” go whisking by. No 
doubt the contemplation of this fact is 
very pleasant, but still, from all I can 


is county (if it ever doe.-) is as yet about 
as indefinite as where the next stroke of 
lightning will hit it No doubt Reno is » 
good point from which to start a railroad 
to Oregon, and a man can start from Reno 
to any part of the world ; but it is fair to 
suppose that ninety nine out of everyone 
hundred men starting frim Reno would 
have some objective point iu view, and a 
little idea of the route they would take. 
Susanville at any seasou of the year is a 
pretty town, having, as it does (even in 
winter, when nature covers all with a 
mantle of snow), such a great variety of 
beautiful scenery surrounding it ; but now-, 
when its houses are nearly i.idden by the 
foliage of the ornamental and fruit trees, 
with its wealth of roses and other flowers 
in bloom, the surrounding hills covered 
with the waving pine, and its snow­ 
capped summits, while stretching faraway 
to Honey lake are fields of waving grain 
and hay, all these go to make up a picture 
that most strangers visitiug here pro­ 
nounce perfectly lovely. Susanville is not 
a stand-still town either. New business 
and dwelling houses are yearly added, old 
structures tom down and neat and sub­ 
stantial buildings tal.e their places. This 
year quite a number have been bnilt and 
more are to follow soon. A new store has 
just opened, and all the merchants have a 
good supply of goods, w hich keeps them 
busy iu supplying their customers. In 
fact, business of all kinds seems to have 
received a fresh impetus from the splendid 
prospects of the county. 
The accumulated patriotism of a year is 
to find vent here the coming Fourth by a 
grand celebration, with about the stereo­ 
typed programme of procession, oration, 
music, dinner, horribles, etc. 
Trout fishing is in order here now, and 
some beautiful catches have been made in 
Susan river and the small streams empty­ 
ing into it. 
The cutworm is very destructive this 
year to young vegetables, while the 
curled leaf has affected some of the peach 
trees. Crickets in droves of thousands 
abound in the northeastern portion of the 
county. Thus far they have mostly con­ 
fined themselves to the hills, which are so 
heavily supplied with feed this year that 
the crickets cannot destroy it. This 1 
hear from men who have been among 
them.

P a ris, M a y 23, 18 8 1. 
France has just obtained a victory far 
more important than that of the expedi­ 
tion of Tunis or any which arms or renown 
might bring her. The Chamber of Depu­ 
ties on Thursday last voted the scrutin de 
liste, to the joy of all true Republicans 
throughout the country. Seldom is such 
a closely-contested battle, or one suggest­ 
ing more important results, seen in any 
legislative hail. The warfare has been a 
serious one, for it may be called a civil 
war — not that waged between vowed 
enemies, but between brothers of the same 
faith. On this question Republicans were 
divided among themselves as well as the 
Legitimists, Bonapartists and Royalists, 
and it was a singnlar incident which 
brought together staunch enemies and sepa­ 
rated fast friends. The partisans of the scru­ 
tin de liste had little hopes of their success 
even to the last minute, aud their triumph 
was as great a surprise to them as it was 
a disappointment to their opponents. Al­ 
though they had worked with the ardor of 
those who had confidence in themselves 
and in their cause, they felt that their only 
hope was in the active assistance of Gam­ 
betta, and it may be said that it was his 
clear and most eloquent speech which 
awakened the unselfish and more generous 
natures of his audience. It had really 
seemed 
A PREPOSTEROUS IDEA 
To suppose that these Deputies would op­ 
pose the scrutin d’arrondissement by which 
they had been elected, and by which alone 
they could be re-elected, to pronounce in 
favor of the scrutin de liste, which would 
forever exclude them from public life ; to 
acknowledge that they owed their seals to 
small loeal influences they possessed, to 
their mediocre talents or perhaps their 
money, was to denounce themselves, and 
which required more courage than human 
nature has been thought capable of. 
They 
certainly 
made 
a 
desperate 
fight, and resorted to innumerable 
artifices 
quite consistent 
with the 
general smallness of their ideas. For in­ 
stance, the President of the Commission 
was reported ill, although no one believed 
him too ill to attend to his duties, and he 
persistently remained ill, retarding the 
decision of the question until it was gener­ 
ally suggested that he should resign his 
position. This his friends would not listen 
to, and although he did send in his resig­ 
nation it was refused, and the vote on the 
scrutin of election was postponed until 
after the spring vacation. This gave the 
partisans of the scrutin d'arrondis3ement 
the time to work in behalf of their cause 
in their own departments, as well a3 con­ 
coct little plans for their return to the 
capital. The Government itself was di­ 
vided on the question, and it was pretty 
generally known that the President, Mr. 
Grevy, was in favor of the scrutin d’arron­ 
dissement, while Jules Ferry, the Minister 
of Public Instruction, expressed himself so 
emphatically in favor of the same that the 
circumstance was the cause of a short min­ 
isterial crisis. However, a compromise 
was made, in which it was agreed that the 
members of the Ministry would refrain 
from voting, which fact aided very materi­ 
ally the cause of the triumphant party. 
However, all liberal-minded Republicans, 
as a general thing, were in favor of the 
scrutin de liste, and it may be remembered 
that in the letter I sent to the R ecord- 
U.nion with regard to the interview with 
Louis Blanc I reported all the eminent 
Deputy explained to me about the two 
different 
SCRl'TINS o r ELECTION. 
He then scarcely dared hope that the 
scrutin de liste would meet with any suc­ 
cess with the present members of the 
chamber, for the reason that they had all 
been elected by means of the scrutin d’ar­ 
rondissement, and self-interest and pride 
would cause them to remain faithful to it. 
One must needs go back to the most 
famous days of the Versailles Assemblies 
in order to find a seance which may in any 
way compare with that of last Thursday. 
The greatest curiosity had been excited 
over this debate, and in consequence the 
tribunes were crowded with anxious spec­ 
tators, who were fairly jammed, one 
against the other, and yet more that two 
thousand tickets had been refused. 
Never had the Deputies made their 
appearance in such large numbers, 
for of the 535 belonging to the 
Chamber about 500 were present. The 
morning trains brought to Paris from the 
different departments some sixty or eighty 
who had absented themselves since some 
dayB, but who desired to take part in this 
grave question and deposit their ballot. 
Before the seance the cause of the scrutin 
de liste seemed lame, while that of the 
scrutin d’arroudisaement seemed to be 
dancing on two strong legs. It had been 
proposed that the ballots should be open, 
each bearing the name of the voter, but 
this measure bad been defeated by the 
partisans of the scrutin d’arrondissement, 
who did not care to publish to the world 
their solicitude for their own welfare and 
their indifference as to the grandeur and 
durability of the Republic. Those in favor 
of the scrutin de liste had all determined to 
inscribe their name3 on their ballots, so 
that those unsigned would be recognized as 
belonging to these Deputies who voted 
the scrutin d’arrondissernent. 
It was 
known that Mr. Gambetta would posi­ 
tively make a speech on that occasion, but 
it was much feared that the first speeches 
would be long and tedious and extend the 
question into the seance of the following 
uay, but fortunately the eminent orator 
asked for the floor at an early hoar, and as 
no speaker dared follow him the proposi­ 
tion was immediately voted. 
BY A STRANGE COINCIDENCE 
Gambetta did not speak in as impressive 
a manner as is his wont ; no one seemed to 
be touched by his eloquence, or rather, as 
has generally been the ease, influenced be­ 
yond his will, and those in favor of the 
scrutin de liste accused him of entering 
their list with lukewarm ardor, and of se­ 
cretly favoriDg their opponents. 
Yet 
Gambetta hai never made a speech which 
reads so well as this last one ; never has he 
so condensed his ideas, been as concise in 
language and reasoned with more power. 
Those who heard him speak have been 
surprised at the superior effect produced in 
the reading of his speech. It seems that 
he has sought to convince through 
clear and forcible arguments rather 
than by his oratorical eloquence ; at any 
rate 
he 
carried 
his 
point, 
and 
to tho surprise of all the members the 
scrutin de liste came off victorious. This 
most remarkable orator proved to his hear­ 
ers that the scrutin de liste was the scrutin 
of the republic, whereas the scrutin d’ar­ 
rondissement was that of its enemies ; for 
the former had always brought worthy Re­ 
publicans to the Chambers and the latter 
had diminished their number. He ex­ 
plained how impossible it was for the 
Republic to be seated in all her force 
and her liberty so long as candidates were 
chosen in the arrondissement, where they 
found themselves in such close contact 
that they very often abused and defamed 
each other, throwing all sorts of injuries 
and calumnies in each other’s faces to that 
extent that the day after the election they 
left behind them resentment and inexpi­ 
able hatred. He also explained that in this 
manner it was oftenestthe richest man who 
was elected, and that they began timidly 
and clandestinely to buy votes, and poured 
corruption and vice into the electoral masses. 
“ Will you assume before history,” he 


said, “ the responsibility of having 
inaugurated tbe gangrene of money in the 
French democracy ?” Now that the scrutin 
de liste has ceen voted, there is a chance of 
reforms being accomplished with more 
rapidity ; and when the law-makers will 
be men who represent the intelligence and 
advanced ideas of the nation, France, un­ 
trammeled, will march with sure and rapid 
strides. 
THE SALON OF 1S81 
Has awakened bnt little enthusiasm, and 
in fact after a visit, howsover long and of 
bonne t'olonte, you come away little im­ 
pressed, and ask yourself what you have 
seen that is liable to haunt yon as the 
strains of sweet music. 
True, your sensi­ 
bilities are not shocked by anything 
very horrible, but the medium is low, 
and all the pictures seem to belong to 
the same family of a mediocre race. 
A number of the fine French masters have 
grown old and retired from competition, or 
else have so inanv important commands to 
fulfill that they have no time to attend 
to the salon, while there are no 
young artists of 
equal 
talent to 
replace them. Oae misses the remark­ 
able pictures of always large dimensions 
belonging to Tony Robert Fieury, the 
perfect smaller pictures of' Gerome and of 
many others whom the public are now re­ 
minded of only by their visits to the 
musee of the Luxembourg. Even the most 
noted of the French artists who have ex­ 
posed this year have sent comparatively 
small canvases, apparently with the object 
only of disposing of them in the market, 
feeling satisfied with the laurels they have 
gathered in the past. A year ago the 
salon was exceedingly interesting, for two 
artists, perfect in their style, but who con­ 
fine themselves to one or two figures and 
pictures of ordinary dimensions, exposed 
immense canvases and their best work ever 
placed before the public. M. Jules Le- 
fevre had then his “ Dianne surprise aw 
Bain,” which contained numerous figures 
and was remarkable. This year he ex- 
pose3rtwo small pictures, containing each 
one figure only. M. Flenaer’s nymphs, 
seated or standing beside their sky-blue 
lake, and which remind you of Correggio 
in their deep rich tones, were last year of 
unusual size, Bpread over 
A LARGE CANVAS, 
But this year his solitary nymph seems to 
be a feeble descendant of those poetic 
beings, and the tiny blue lake seems in 
part to have dried up. The great portrait 
painters have done this year as fine as 
usual. Bonnat exposes a very fine por­ 
trait of a lady, but the arrangement of her 
dress is anything but artistic, she having 
thrown around her a long, loose sacque as 
though she had hurriedly started from her 
dressing-room with unfinished toilet. Car­ 
olus Duran is never guilty of the fault of 
badly dressing his models, for nothing 
is njore artistic and becoming than the 
satin, velvet or lace dresses, Eet off by the 
deep, rich velvet curtain in the back. He 
exposes this year tho portrait of Mme. 
Graux, a beautiful blonde of fine and per­ 
fect features aud a handsome and finely 
developed form. She is dressed in a long 
black velvet dress, her lovely light hair 
arranged in a coronet on her head, orna­ 
mented with a band of diamonds, and 
from there falls to her feet, enveloping her 
entire form, a long, black laee veil. The 
curtain is of a deep crimson color, and 
suggests the thickest and richest of velvets. 
There is much majesty in the pose of 
the head and much sweetness ex­ 
pressed in 
the face. 
The original’s 
name became quite familiar to the public 
during the Cissey affair, since a letter 
written by her was read from the tribune 
by Mr. Laisant, the President of the Com­ 
mittee charged with the enquete. This 
letter created a great sensation, for in it 
Einile de Girardin was accused of being a 
1’russian spy, besides the characters of 
some ladies of fashionable Parisian society 
were placed in such light that even their 
nephews by marriage demanded satis­ 
faction of 
the 
author’s 
husband. 
Mme. Graux is the daughter of a former 
receveur of the empire, aud who at one 
time was intendant of a chateau where 
his young daughter was brought up. At 
this chateau came the Empress and her 
maids of honor, who did much towards 
spoiling the pretty child and filling her 
head with ambitious projects. During the 
war this youDg lady s reputation be­ 
came very much compromised owing to her 
conduct with a Prussian officer. Shortly af­ 
ter that Mr. Ernest Duvergier de Flau vanne 
fell desperately in love with her and mar­ 
ried her in spite of the protestations of his 
entire family. His father, who never after 
spoke to him, was at one time a Minister 
under Louis Pnilippe, and an Academician. 
He died but yesterday at an advanced age. 
Ernest Duvergier de Fiauvanne was one 
of the most talented young men of his 
time, and was a regular contributor to the 
first magazines of France. During his 
lifetime 
his 
wife 
wrote 
a 
con­ 
densed history of the French revo­ 
lution which was crowned by the 
Academy, and is now used in all the 
public schools. As th ¡3 lady had never 
before made any pretentions to literary 
fame, and has not since contributed to the 
world of letters, it is strongly affirmed 
that the book was written by the husband. 
After a short existence of married life 
the young 
man died in the flower 
of his age 
and intellect. His widow 
scarcely waited for a year to roll round 
when she married the rich Mr. Granx. 
This lady, feeling that she has claims od 
the literary world, has for years been am­ 
bitious to have a salon ; but she has found 
a formidable rivalry in Mme. Adam, and it 
is sUDposed 
that the letter sent to the 
Commission of the Cissey enquete was dic­ 
tated by jealousy.

PLUMAS COUNTY. 
Its Valleys, Fossils, Mines, Mills and Towns 
—A Fine Stone Destroyed. 
Quincy, Plumas county, May 28, 1881. 
Having just completed a general exam­ 
ination of the mines of this county, its 
geological strata, fossils, etc., I give you a 
few of my thoughts in regard to the same. 
In these days, when the “ green fields are 
far away 
when the silver-copper ores of 
Arizona are building cities on the deserts 
of sand ; when Wood river, with its fabu­ 
lous deposits of rich carbonates, is luring 
the old miners from the golden sunny 
slopes of the Sierras ; when California is 
apparently forgotten, except by Eastern 
men, and the old Argonauts are being scat­ 
tered over the hills of distant mining dis­ 
tricts, it behoove us to take a retrospective 
view of the mines of our own State ; and 
to this end, the Record-Union having a 
large circulation in this county, I furnish 
the following for its columns : 
Although not a resident of this county, 
I consider it second to none in the State as 
a successful mining section. Here are rich 
quartz lodes aud thousands of acres of un­ 
prospected hill, or, glacialbcd ancient 
river gravel deposits which have not been 
penetrated by a single tunnel. Here the 
geologist may find a most interesting field 
for the pursuit of his favorite study in its 
varied metamorphic rocks, its carbonifer­ 
ous, triassic, jurassic and cretaceous fossils, 
aud wandering through its mountain- 
girded, verdant vales. 
Tne copper mines of Genesee valley are 
being opened. A thirty-ton furnace is in 
course of construction at the Bay, to smelt 
the ore directly from the rock. We 
visited a mine there on several occasions, 
and found quite a deposit of the yellow 
sulphuret (chalcopyrite) copper, and iron 
sulphide, cuprite (red copper ore), some of 
which will work 75 per cent.; azurite 
blue carbonate of copper), and native sul­ 
phate of copper, chalcantbite. There are 
copper and iron glance, also some grey 
ores met with, and specimens of olivene, 
and yellow and green earthly ochreous de­ 
posits of the same ores. Native copper in 
small specimens is also met with. Near 
the junction of the carboniferous lime­ 
stones on the left and the granite rocks on 
the right, between which lie the copper- 
bearing strata in the calcareous slates, we 


found the casts of the following fossil 
shells: Amoiiites, avicula, halobia, mo- 
notis, myophonia alta (?), and “ pecten 
deformis.” They belong to the triassic 
strata. The carboniferous limestones on 
the right contain some remaius of corral 
fossils, but in a poor state of preservation. 
The granite rocks—which the copper 
strata follows for miles north and 
south—marks the line of the ancient 
carboniferous and jurassic seas. 
The 
shells were deposited along the shore, with 
the solutionsof copper, which mingled with 
its bases formed the strata as we fine it 
to-day. In the great cation, which leads 
from the head of Indian valley to the foot 
of Genesee valley, and on the spurs of the 
high hills to the north of Mormon station, 
and east of Taylorville, I find an immense 
deposit of triadic, jurassic, and cretaceous 
shells. Here also are sandstones of every 
hue and shade. Felspathic shistose rocks 
of great variety and beauty. The red 
sandstones of the triassic, full of casts of 
shells, and white sandstones of the cre­ 
taceous, crowded with the shells of fossil 
oyaters and the pens of the cep’nalopod. 
The corrugated shell of the nnconella, the 
coinlike shell of the orbiculata, with worm 
borings fill the rocks, aud form an in­ 
tensely interesting field for the researches 
of the paheontologist. 
Green mountain springs from Indian 
valley on the west, carrying up on its 
flank and along its summit the great gold- 
btanug quartz lodes of Plumas county. 
Here I find in the aggregate 152 stamps, 
reducing in 24 hours 225 tons of quartz. 
All of the mines are paying ones. Tne 
Green Mountain lias 1)2 stamps, Indian 
valley 30 stamps. Southern Eureka 10 
stamps, Cherokee 10 stamps. New York 10 
stamps. All of the above miues are owned 
by Eastern capitalists. The Plumas Na­ 
tional lies six or seven miles further back 
in the mountains, in the elate formation, 
has 30 stamps and complete chlorination 
works. Tho Gold Stripe and Savercool, on 
the same belt, lie further north. 
Of the placer or gravel drift mines there 
is prominent the Loring & Leavet, one and 
one-half miles from the town of Quincy. 
To-day I saw at the oliice of Wells, Fargo 
& Go. SS50 in coarse gold dust, the resuit 
of five days’ work drifting with seven men. 
On one day a few weeks ago $1,023 was 
obtained ; one piece being $1(58. Other 
shafts are being sunk 011 the line of the 
same lode, and a Mr. Mills, agent for an 
Eastern company, is sinking near the town 
of Quincy, at the mouth of Spanish creek. 
Should the lode be struck at the latter 
point it will open up an immense field of 
undeveloped ground. 
Twenty miles from Quincy I visited the 
once famous locality of Rich Bar. The 
County Clerk ol Plumas aud his son were 
my companions. “ Buck ” Í3 one of the 
old former residents of Rich Bar. As the 
shades of evening settled down on the old 
weather-beaten buildings of a hy-gone 
period the ancient human fossils of a de­ 
cade of yeais collected beneath the spread­ 
ing branches of the flowering locust and 
maple and related weird stories of a dim 
age of which “ poetry and romance scarce 
know.” Opposite stands the house in 
which A. L. Bancroft, the successful mer­ 
chant of Market street, first saw the light. 
All over the State of California may yet 
he found the argonauts of Rich Bar. 
The river murmura on its way to the sea ; 
the full moon easts a wide and tender 
light over the tottering buildings, and the 
dead city on the hill, beneath the moon’s 
soft rays, looks down upon the dead city 
by the river. Rich Bar, although poeti­ 
cally dead, yet lives, aud there are some 
good mines yet remaining. At this point I 
saw the remains of a gigantic agate—a 
arger mass geology sp- aks not of. The 
miners, in search of wealth, destroyed 
a fortune of no mean proportions, 
when with fire they ruined this wondrous 
giant jewel. 
Its size was 12 by 8 feet, 
and it was four feet thick, and of a beauti­ 
ful pearly and reticulated nature. Teu 
cords of wood were used in its destruction. 
Here perished, through ignorance, the 
largest agate or chalcedonic jewel ever dis­ 
covered. 
A thousand dollars would have 
sawed this stone in slabs, that would have 
been transported, and a table or mantels 
worth one hundred thousand dollars, 
or the marble furniture for an entire build­ 
ing could have been constructed from 
them. The stone was perfect and as trans­ 
lucent as the chalcedonic jewels of Pesca­ 
dero pebble beach.

Republicans in the 
placed their 
** stalwart ” opponents in a very awkward 
position by their recent challenge to them 
to vote for Depew. They have adopted 
resolutions stating that since Depew has a 
majority of, the Republican votes of the 
Legislature, it is the duty of all who de­ 
sire that the State should be represented 
in the Senate by Republicans to vote for 
him. A rebuke is at the same time ad­ 
ministered to those anti-Conkling members 
who have been scattering their votes since 
the balloting began, but the heaviest blow 
is at the Conklingites. The latter are a 
minority, and they are resisting the will 
of a majority. In so doing they have put 
themselves outside the organization rules, 
and are become mere filibusters. It is not 
possible that they can much longer maintain 
their present attitude, and it is un­ 
likely that the anti-Conklingites who have 
heretofore cast scattering votes will be 
willing to take ike responsibility of help­ 
ing their opponents to defeat the Republi­ 
can party. As soon as it is made apparent 
to everyone that the Conklingites arc now 
working for nothing but the defeat of their 
own party, there must be a concentration 
against them, and it is by no means im­ 
probable that several of Conkling’s men 
will choose to abandon him rather than 
leave the Republican party. The longer 
the deadlock lasts, indeed, the more hope­ 
less does Conkling’s situation become, and 
the more indefensible. There are, how­ 
ever, already indications that an important 
breaking up of the contending elements is 
at hand, and when this happens it will not 
be to the advantage of the late Senators. 


TEE W HITTAKER CASE. 
Poor W hittaker appears to have no 
friends. If he had they would certainly 
not allow him to keep his case before the 
country, or harrass the Government with 
applications which it cannot and ought not 
to grant. He has had more than enough 
of inquiries. It has been proved to the 
satisfaction of every dispassionate observer

THE CASE OF PITNEY. 
The case of Pitney, who has just been 
dismissed from the office of Custodian of 
the Treasury, threatens to be another 
“ stalwart” grievance. It seems that this 
man has been for a long time carrying on a 
systematic game of plunder. He had to 
purchase everything for the use of the De­ 
partment, and it was his habit to make 
arrangements with the merchants from 
whom he bought, by which they were 
enabled to palm off inferior goods upon the 
Government at extravagant prices, and he 
was enabled to pocket a heavy commission. 
There has been a great deal of difficulty in 
following up this inquiry ; not because the 
evidence was hard to obtain, but because 
the dishonest practices of Pitney had been 
shared by nobody knows how many officers 
of the Government, and by not a few in 
high positions. The evidence Bhows that 
there has been prevalent at Washington a 
quite general disposition to regard the 
Government as a fair prey. This is not 
surprising, for the same disposition has 
been exhibited even by members of State 
Legislatures and also by members of Con­ 
gress. Now Pitney had beeu wise in his 
generation. He had made friends with 
the Mammon of unrighteousness. He had 
helped many officials to “ perquisites ; ” 
or, in plainer language, he had helped 
them to steal. The result was that their 
eyes and mouths were closed in regard to 
his peccadilloes, and probably the impunity 
with which he had conducted his thieving 
ultimately led to his destruction by making 
him incautiously bold. 
One.of the most remarkable revelations 
of his methods, however, has just come to 
light. It appears that he went to a num­ 
ber of Washington merchants, and induced 
them to subscribe $5,000 to a campaign 
fund, by promising them opportunities to 
get back their money by plundering con­ 
tracts. Of course it is evident that every 
one of these merchants was as great a 
rascal as Pitney. 
They were perfectly 
willing and even anxious to rob the Treas­ 
ury, and they were prepared to pay $5,000 
for the privilege. But the most amazing 
thing about this infamous business is that 
these scoundrels do not appear to have the 
faintest notion that they have done any­ 
thing wrong. On the contrary, they be­ 
lieve that they are the victims of an out­ 
rage on the part of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 
They have the consummate 
impudence to publish their own shame by 
making known the nature of the corrupt 
bargain they had entered into with Pitney, 
and they are actually talking as though 
somebody ought to make good the loss 
they have sustained through missing their 
opportunity to steal. A dispatch says that 
they arc “ complaining,” and that “ they 
“ have, after consultation, decided to ap 
“ peal to Hubbell about the m atter.” 
Surely corruption must have made start­ 
ling inroads upon the public conscience 
when such things as these are possible. 
Here wo have the almost incredible specta­ 
cle of a number of merchants holding a 
meeting and gravely discussing the advisa­ 
bility of urging upon the National Repub­ 
lican Committee a claim which according 
to their own showing is the grossest kind of 
fraud. W iiat will they say to Mr. Ilub- 
beill W ill they say : “ We gave $5 000 
“ to the Republican campaign fund last 
“ year on the understanding that if Gar- 
“ field was elected we were to be allowed 
“ to steal it back with interest; and now 
“ General Gartieiii’s Secretary of the Treas­ 
u r y has broken faith with us, and is 
“ protecting the public fund3 instead of 
“ allowing us to steal them. We protest 
“ against this, and we demand permission 
“ to do our thieving according to the orig- 
“ inal contract ?” We do not see tvhatehe 
these “ me-.chauts” could say to Mr. Hub­ 
bell, for this is the whole of their case; 
nor uo we see what Mr. Hubbell could say 
to them, except that they ought to be 
thankful if they escape the peniieritiaiy. 
But how is it that after ascertaining the 
extent and nature of Pitney’» roguery, tr.e 
Secretary of the Treasury permits him to 
escape so easily ? Certainly his dismissal 
from office is nut a sufficient punishment 
for his offeuse. Certainly if he has done 
half w hat is charged against him he ought 
to spend the next ten years in the peni­ 
tentiary. How then is it that after all this 
exposure he is suffered to go away without 
any other punishment than the loss of op­ 
portunity to steal any more ? We fear 
that the construction put upon this in­ 
adequate mode of dealing with the case 
will be anything but creditable to the 
Government. We fear it will be believed 
that Pitney is allowed to escape because 
he could not be prosecuted without involv­ 
ing many other hitherto unsuspected 
officials in the same condemnation. 
That 
indeed is the only possible explanation of his 
escape. But Euch an explanation cannot 
justify his release. All it does is to warrant 
the suspicion that there is too much cor­ 
ruption in Washington to be dealt with 
openly and sternly. 
It is perfectly clear that this case ought 
to have been pushed to the utmost ; that 
Pitney ought to have been arrested and in­ 
dicted and tried, and if possible convicted. 
But if this is not done ; if the hand of 
justice is thus stayed capriciously ; it will 
be impossible to convince the country that 
the motive of this course is sound or de­ 
fensible. We shall see presently if the 
star route frauds are followed up more 
energetically. It has been clear from the 
first that the men concerned in them did 
not apprehend vigorous prosecution, and 
their threats have been most impudent and 
open. All this indicates a crying need for 
reform in the Government, but at the same 
time shows that there exist disgraceful 
reasons why no such reform is likely to be 
undertaken very speedily. 
A DAMAGING S TATEMEN T. 
Paymaster Kenny, having been asked 
by a San Francisco reporter why the 
canned provisions for the Rodgers were 
not ordered in San Francisco at first, 
states that the reason for ordering them 
from the Fast was the frequent frauds 
practiced upon the Government by San 
Francisco merchants. He said : “ The 
" Government has learned by sad expe­ 
dience that California packers cannot be 
“ depended upon. While I do not deny 
“ that you can put up as good beef here as 
“ elsewhere, I do maintain that the spirit 
“ of competition is so ri.e that your best 
“ merchants cannot compete. The conse- 
“ queace is all manner of stuff is put 
“ aboard the ships. An instance in point: 
“ It was but the other day that the Wa- 
“ chusetts came into port, and reported 
“ Thru *'• ‘ five per cent, of her stores 
' 
; at up here, mind 


“ you,) had spoiled and been thrown over- 
“ board. There are now lying at Mare 
“ Island thousands of pounds of canned 
“ meats, California productions, that can- 
“ not be put aboard a vessel destined for a 
“ long and important trip.” This is a very 
damaging statement, and though the Gov­ 
ernment, in the case of the Rodgers, did not 
fare any better by going East for canned 
provisions, the fact that it should be 
thought necessary to go there is a grave 
impeachment of the honesty and trust­ 
worthiness of California merchants and 
manufacturers. The fact no doubt is, 
however, that the Government unwit­ 
tingly fosters the cut-throat competition 
which produces such results, by making 
mere economy of price the criterion of 
everything. It is plain enough that if the 
Government purchasers adopted a system 
of refusing to accept anything on the Bole 
ground of cheapness, but insisted on prac­ 
tical tests of the quality of all supplies, 
and were ready to pay reasonable prices 
for first quality goods, this disgraceful 
swindling would soon be eliminated. But 
so long as the cheapest contract takes the 
job the Government must expect that 
rogues will resort to all manner of devices 
to secure a profit out of ostensibly impos­ 
sible. price lists ; and it is obvious that 
this can only be done by supplying the 
most inferior things. The truth is that 
the system followed by the Government 
invites and almost necessitates dishonesty, 
and no better method for securing the very 
worst of everything could be devised. 
AUDITOR FRENCH S LETTER. 


BOOK BEVEEWS. 


The letter from Auditor French to Le- 
land Stanford appears to show that the 
writer ha3 been compelled to confess the 
commission of a very serious blunder for 
a man in his position. Acting, as he now 
acknowledges, upon imperfect and erro­ 
neous data, he caused suits to be com­ 
menced against the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road by the Attorney-General, for the 
cancelling of the leases of the so-called 
leased lines of the former. The theory 
upon which he proceeded was that the 
Central Pacific managers were trying to 
divert the business of the Central to the 
Southern Pacific, for the purpose of de­ 
stroying the value of the latter, and of 
reducing its earnings so as to diminish the 
annual payments to be made to the Gov­ 
ernment Sinking Fund. It will be observed 
that the adoption of this theory involved 
the making of very serious charges against 
the Central Pacific managers, but this did 
not prevent Mr. French from proceeding. 
After having begun his suits he seems to 
have come to the conclusion that it might 
be worth while to demonstrate his case 
more clearly, and so he made a journey to 
this coast for the purpose of inspecting the 
books 
and business of the company 
personally. 
He 
has 
spent 
several 
weeks in this investigation, and he has 
discovered that the theory upon which 
he commenced his proceedings is entirely 
wrong. In fact he has been obliged to 
admit hi3 error publicly, and though he 
has endeavored to soften the confession by 
intimating that the facts had been mis­ 
represented to him by one corporation, 
and not reported at ail by another, the 
final conclusion is as we have stated it, 
namely, that he finds it necessary to 
retrace his steps, to dismiss the em­ 
bryo suits against the Central 
Pa­ 
cific, and to announce his conviction that 
it has businecs enough to justify it in 
dividing six per cent, profit annually 
among the stockholders, and at the eame 
time pay its quota to the Government. 
He further finds that the Southern Pacific 
is not being used to divert traffic from the 
Central, but that on the contrary it acts 
as a feeder to that route. In efftct Mr. 
French has retracted all his original ideas 
on the subject, and the only cause for 
regret in the business is that he should 
have acted so hastily at the outset, and 
that he did not at once take the pains 
to inform himself correctly, instead of 
proceeding upon hearsay and erroneous 
information. He suggests, among other 
things, the desirability of a junction be' 
tween the Central and Union Pacific roads, 
and he thinks that because of the danger 
to corporate interests liable to arise from 
Government interference, it would be bet­ 
ter if the subsidized Hues raised the amount 
of their Government indebtedness by loans, 
and placed the money in the Treasury, to 
draw interest on their account until ma­ 
turity. W hether the corporations will see 
their way to any such plan as this remains 
to be seen, but it is very certain that 
they are exposed to serious injury through 
the inconsiderate and arbitrary interfer­ 
ence of Government officials who may hap­ 
pen to have misunderstood the situation ; 
and it would be difficult to find a more 
opposite illustration of this kind of thing 
than is afforded by the recent operations of 
Auditor French himself. 


BEY AND BUFFGON. 
The Bay of Tunis has caused much ex­ 
citement by appointing his favorite buf­ 
foon to a sort of viceroyalty. The Bey 
evidently thinks it his dnty to keep np the 
custom of the Caliphs. From time imme­ 
morial it has been the practice of these 
princes to make statesmen and rulers of 
their barbers and buffoons, and for the 
most part the barbers and buffoons have 
proved as capable rulers as their masters. 
Sometimes they have succeeded in over­ 
throwing the latter, but they have gener­ 
ally governed as oppressively as any 
Caliph or Pasha could desire. The present 
Bey's bnffoon appears to have a bad repu­ 
tation, but probably he is not worse than 
the Bey. Let us remember that Haroun- 
al-Ilaschid was a fraud of the first water, 
according to the latest researches, and not 
be surprised when a Bey of Tunis does 
foolish things. 
ISTHM US COMPLAINTS. 
The work on Lesseps’ canal does not ap­ 
pear to make rapid progress. Again mut- 
tcrings of complaint and discontent are 
heard from that region. A focal paper ex­ 
presses a mild wish that there was some­ 
what less bragging being done in Paris and 
somewhat moro work on the Isthmus. 
The engineers and managers and work­ 
men and lawyers who were said to have 
been sent over in shiploads do not seem to 
be in the best possible spirits, either. It 
is alleged that the employes are all under­ 
paid ; that the work is not being carried 
forward in an earnest and businesslike 
way ; and that it looks at times as though 
the main object of having anyone on the 
Isthmus at all was to sell shares in Paris. 
Perhaps all this will pass over, but it is 
now some time sinco these gloomy reports 
began to be wafted from the Isthmus. 


The Home Hasd-Book or Domestic H toiks* and 
R ational Medicine. By J. H. Kellogg, M. D., 
etc. Oakland, Cal.; Pacific Press. Sold b> sub. 
scri|ition. Sacramento agent, George Lytle. 
It is a curious fact that whereas medical 
science becomes more complex every year, 
and the standard of medical education is be­ 
ing continually advanced, the tendency to 
amateur practice seems to grow in a corre­ 
sponding ratio, and the size and elaborate­ 
ness of books ot domestic medicine are ever 
on the increase. The one before us is the 
most ambitious and the largest of its kind. 
It aims in fact at encyclopedic information. 
In a huge volume of nearly 1,000 pages an 
attempt is made to cover in some way the en­ 
tire ground of human hygiene and pathology, 
at the same time giving a sufficient outline 
of anatomy and physiology to render the ex­ 
planation of the various disease symptoms 
intelligible. The author has evidently done 
his work quite conscientiously, and he has 
certainly brought together a great deal of 
very useful information concerning the laws 
of health. In a work of this character it is 
possible to do much mischief by quackery, 
ignorance, presumption and hobby-riding. 
Dr. Kellogg appears to have more than one 
hobby, but he rides them all so energetically 
that the ultimate effect is to make them 
neutralize one another. He belongs to the 
school of anti-narcotics and stimulants, and 
he wages such fierce war not only upon alco­ 
hol in all its forms, but upon tea and coffee, 
upon tobacco and all other narcotics and 
sedatives, that whoever should undertake to 
follow his advice strictly on all these points 
would be compelled to devise an entirely 
new regimen, and practically to isolate him­ 
self from his kind. In many of the observa­ 
tions upon narcotics and stimulants the author 
is extravagant and not judicial. It is evi­ 
dent, however, that he is strongly impressed 
with a sense of the importance of the mat­ 
ter, and that his zeal is wholesome even 
where excessive. The scope of the book may 
be gathered from a brief sketch of its con­ 
tents. It opens with anatomy,- physiology, 
and hygienics, which are discussed in minute 
details. Th a second part relates to food aDd 
diet, and includes an examination of the 
adulteration of food, which is very season­ 
able. The third part deals with “ Water— 
“ it3uses and danger from contamination.” 
The fourth part is devoted to stimulants and 
narcotics. The fifth part concerns the hy­ 
giene of the air, embracing the questions of 
drainage and ventilation. This is a particularly 
valuable section. The remainder of the work 
is occupied with rational remedies for dis­ 
ease, description of diseases and their treat­ 
ment, accidents and emergencies, and sur­ 
gery. It is very much iu his favor that the 
author goes fully with the advanced medical 
school, which trusts so much more to Nature 
than to Art. His remedies and methods of 
treatment are decidedly conservative. Per­ 
haps he is prone to lay too much Btress upon 
the hydropathic methods, but it may be said 
that if the cold compress or the pack are re­ 
sorted to iu the absence of a regular prac­ 
titioner they are very much less likely to do 
serious mischief than experiments on a fam­ 
ily medicine chest of the old fashion, loaded 
to the muzzle with such “ semples” as 
“ laudomy and calomy.” Dr. Kellogg in­ 
deed expressly disclaim» any purpose to make 
his work a substitute for the doctor. He 
merely aims at imparting so much knowledge 
of the laws of life as may lead people to pay 
due regard to these laws, and not kill them­ 
selves by obstinate and chronic violations of 
them. Ar.d if the Ductor’» style is not the 
most refined, and his science is sometimes 
rather misty, he has nevertheless succeeded 
in bringing together a inas j of valuable infor­ 
mation very little of which can be superflu­ 
ous in any family, and a great deal of which 
it will benefit all to acquire. The work con­ 
tal* b a large number of illustration», most of 
which are explanatory- of the text. It em­ 
braces a great many receipts ami prescrip­ 
tions for EBe in the simpler form3 of illness or 
temporary derangement, and the directions 
for accidents and emergencies are calculated 
to be specially useful. The section in regard 
to ventilation and drainage is one of the most 
important, inasmuch as these questions go to 
the root of hygiene, and inasmuch as many 
people who are prompt enongh to take medi­ 
cine when they feel unwell are tha last to 
realize that their illness is being caused by 
bad drainage or ventilati n. Taking the 
book as a whole, and considering the extent 
of the field over which it ranges, we have no 
hesitation in expressing the opinion that it 
is one of the beet of the class we have seen, 
and that while much of its instruction is neo- 
essarily elementary, it is for the most part 
correct and lucidly conveyed. The work is 
well and strongly bound, but the only objec 
tion to it 13 its size and consequent weight, 
It would have been much more conveniently 
arranged in two volumes. 


Kwoug Ki Chiu, was a member of the Chi­ 
nese Educational Mission in the United 
States, and formerly principal teacher of 
English in the Chinese Government school at 
Shanghae. His knowledge of English, as 
shown in the work before us, is wonderfully 
comprehensive and certain. He has collected 
not only English phrases, which are classified 
as Idioms, Colloquialisms and Slang, but 
has added a collection and explanations of 
English proverbs, of Chinese proverbs and 
maxims, and a list of the Chinese dynasties, 
harmonized as to dates with Christian chro­ 
nology, and finally a sketch of Confucius. 
The worth and value of the book are attested 
by many of the foremost American scholars. 
Presidents of universities, professors, teachers 
and students, come forward with their testi­ 
mony of admiration and approval. And in­ 
deed the book is quite unique. It covers a 
ground which might have been thought in a 
peculiar manner tabooed to foreigners, for it 
requires a very subtle comprehension of 
idiomatic expressions. That Kwong ac­ 
quired this subtie conprcfcensiou is abundantly 
manifested by the extraordinary felicity 
and fidelity of the majority of his explana­ 
tions of idiomatic and even slang expressions. 
And because of this feature the work is cal­ 
culated to be of great service to all who are 
learning the language, since it puts them at 
once on a familiar footing with thousands of 
the most discouraging collocations of phrase­ 
ology, and lets them into the arcana of these 
expressions. The collections, too, are re­ 
markably complete, and the reader is sure to 
be quite startled at intervals by finding set 
down phrases which have become almost 
extinct, but which anyone who lived a gener­ 
ation ago has heard at some time and in some 
place. How a Chinaman could have mastered 
the enormous difficulties of the task which 
Kwong undertook, is not easily understood ; 
but it must be admitted that he has achieved 
a success where even an Englishman or Amer­ 
ican might have failed, and the fact may per­ 
haps be regarded as suggestive in relation to 
the possibilities of Chinese intellectual devel­ 
opment. Ft is certainly difficult to perceive 
wherein a Chinaman like Kwong is inferior 
to the most cultivated European or Ameri­ 
can ; and if Kwong, why not an indefinite 
number of other Chinamen ? 


T orkisii L ire is W ar T ine. B v H enry O. Dwight. 
New York ; Charles Bciibner’s Rons. Kan Frau- 
ciaoo : A. L. Bancroft & Co. 
A considerable portion of the matter used 
in this volume has already appeared in the 
Constantinople correspondence of the New 
York Tribune during the Rnsso-Turkish war. 
Nevertheless it deserved to be reprinted in a 
more permanent and available shape, for it 
contains some of the most intelligent and 
wise criticism of the Turkish Government 
that has been made at all. It is at cnca ap­ 
parent that the author ho3 lived long in the 
East, for he i» thoroughly familiar with Ori­ 
ental habits and tendencies, and he knows 
the Constantinople Government and people 
as only one at least half-naturalized among 
them could. Standing by without prejudice 
on either side, he watches the development of 
the quarrel with Russia, and the progress of 
the war. He is never deceived by the Turk­ 
ish braggadocio, though he, like all the Turk­ 
ish rulers, wa i surprised when Osman Pasha 
turned the tide of battle at Plevna, and so 
nearly succeeded in defeating the whole Rus­ 
sian pr. gramme. Mr. Dwight makes it clear 
that he might have beaten the Russians if 
there had been any real government be­ 
hind him. 
But his fortified camp at 
l’levna was the one bit of scientific resistance 
in Turkey, and even that was the result of 
accident. The main experience derived from 
Mr. Dwight’s book is that Turkish reform 
and reclamation are completely hopeless 
and impossible. That iu fact the abuses 
which have brought the Ottoman empire so 
low are the results of traditional efforts to 
maintain the spirit of the Byzantine rule, 
which, it is needless to say, was corruption 
and inefficiency. It is as though some Euro­ 
pean power should take the era of Louis the 
Fourteenth as a model, and try to conform 
everything to it in perpetuity. Mr. Dwight 
thinks the Turks accepted the Byzantine 
methods as the best, and therefore have never 
thought of changing them, and that in this 
way the empire has been reduced to its pres­ 
ent helpless and hopeless condition. His 
account of the subject races confirms all that 
has been said of their vices and defects, 
and justifies very little hope of their regener­ 
ation when released from the Turkish yoke. 
The volume is very interesting, though deal­ 
ing with past event?, for it is extremely 
suggestive in regard to the future.

Here is an English dictionary compiled by 
a Chinaman, and what is mors it is a very 
excellent dictionary indeed. The author,

Ry Jame? Legge. New Yo.’k : Charles Scribner’s 
Sons. Sail Francisco; A. L. Bancroft. Price, SI 60. 
These are lectores by James Legge, the 
distinguished Orientalist, but whils they are 
characterized by much erudition it is singu­ 
lar how vague are the impressions they leave 
upon the mind. The questions, What is 
Confucianism ? and, W hat is Taoism ? have 
been answered so ofton that it might be 
thought everyone understood something ef 
the subject. But when it is reflected how 
difficult would be the task of a foreigner who, 
with an imperfect knowledge of English, 
should come to this country and try to acquire 
an apprehension of the religion of the Ameri­ 
can people, it may be easier to pereeive how 
very hard the explication of Chinese reli­ 
gion really is. And, in fact, we find that 
Mr. Legge, with all his learning, has failed 
to make either Confucianism or Taoism more 
easily grasped than they were before. The 
truth is that the real character of all reli­ 
gions is much more dependent upon the intel­ 
lectual development of those who use them 
than upon the external aspect of their dog­ 
mas and formularies. Thus Confucianism 
is both a rational philosophy and a polytheistic 
religion, according as it is employed by cul­ 
tivated or uncultivated intelligence?. It con­ 
tains ail the germs of the to-ist advanced 
philosophy, yet it may be warped and dis­ 
torted to suit the mental needs of the veri-;st 
savages, who believe that ancestor worship is 
a material necessity, and that ghosts can be 
kept out by brick walls. As to Taoism, no 
precise account of it has yet been given, and 
Mr. Legge signally foils in this volume to 
clear up the obscure problem. So far as can 
be gathered it would seem to be a composite 
religion, the foundations of which were fan­ 
tastic and irregular superstitions of the Fetish 
kind, and the superstructure a degraded 
Buddhism. Like Confucianism and all other 
religions, Taoism differs radically in its in­ 
terpretations. It has its philosophic and its 
barbarous tides. It also is rationalistic in one 
of its aspects, and anthropomorphic in an­ 
other. In fact the universal accompania- 
ment3 of all religious development are plainly 
to be recognized in the religions of China, and 
the comparison of them with Christianity 
with which Mr. Legge closes his lectures 
would be much more valuable had it been 
pursued in a scientific instead of a secta­ 
rian spirit. Such a comparison, however, 
most readers can make for themselves, and 
we presume will prefer todo so. 


A n im a l L ifr a s A ffec t ed bv TnK N a t u r a l C ond i 
tio n i or E x isten c e. 
By Karl Semper. New 
York : D. Appleton A Co. Prioe, $2. 
The immediate purpose of the author of 
this book was to apply the principles of the 
Darwinian theory, and to gather from the 
phenomena of actual life confirmation of 
them. Accordingly he has here examined, 
with more or less minuteness, the influence of 
their environment upon different creatures, 
and lias noted the results of these inquiries. All 
of them tend iu the strongest possible way to 
bear out the Darwinian hypothesis, and even 
in caseB where the first investigation seemed to 
negative that theory, fuller research has shown 
that the denial was only apparent and not 
real, and that a broad chain of causation 
vindicated the great hypothesis of the 
century. Dr. Semper has carried his investi­ 
gations into the Influence of Food, the In­ 
fluence of Light, the Influence of Temper­ 
ature, the Influenca of Stagnant Water, the 
Ir.fluence of a Still Atmosphere, the Influence 
of Water in Motion, tha Influence of Cur­ 
rents, the Influence of Living Organisms on 
Animals, selective and otherwise. 
The 
facts collected in the course of this 
research are full of interest. 
Nearly all 
of them tend to show how gradu­ 
ally but surely all the influences of the habi­ 
tat operate upon living organisms, and modi­ 
fy and develop new capacities and adapta­ 
tions in them. It is easy to perceive how 
completely many creatures have been altered 
from their original form by such influences, 
and it is not hard even for the beginner to 
understand how the changes from the primi­ 
tive forms of life have been brougbtjabout, no 
matter how radical many of these changes 
may be. As a contribution to the evolution 
of species this volume possesses very great 
importance, and it marks a line of research 
which requires to be carried forward with in­ 
creased energy now, and all the more so be­ 
cause it is a line which demands much self- 
sacriSce and devotion to details from those 
who undertake the necessary work. 


T h e C h in e s e. T h e ir E d u c a tio n, P h il o so ph y and 
I.e t tek s. By W. A. P. Martin, D. I»., LL. l>. 
New York : Harper A Brothers. Ban Francisco: 
A. L. Bancroft A Co. 
Dr. Martin has here collected a Feries of 
essays on Chinese subjects which have ap­ 
peared in various periodicals. The informa­ 
tion conveyed is frequently both interesting 
and important. The State educational sys­ 
tem of China is of the most fossilized charac­ 
ter. The erudition required of the scholar 
is a mere barren familiarity with grammatical 
forms and the rules of composition and 
rhetoric. There is no instruction in ontology, 
and the so-called science of the Chinese acad­ 
emies would have been laughed at in the mid­ 
dle age? of Europe. But though the quality 
of education is as urnatlsfactory as it can be, 
nothing more admirable than the prin­ 


ciple of the State system can be imag­ 
ined. Education, in China, is made the one 
pathway to distinction, and it is open to the 
meanest citizen. 
The Government is 
literally and altogether carried on by com­ 
petitive examinations. 
Every year the 
scholars flock from all parts of their respective 
districts and provisoes to Peking, where 
the examinations are held. They mast first 
pass similar ordeals in their own districts, so 
that a process of weeding is established, and 
only the most capable reach Peking. And 
there is no limit to the trials. It is qnite 
common to find men who have not succeeded 
in passing the final examinations until age 
has crept upon them. Success in these ex­ 
aminations confers distinction at once, 
and insures government employment. Thus 
the best scholars are always 
chosen 
for the most important tffices, and it is evi­ 
dent that if only the character of the institu­ 
tion were improved and the curriculum re­ 
organized, China would, through this system, 
possess the most liberal and sagacious 
method of government on the face of the 
earth. And Dr. Martin renders it apparent 
that she is capable of making even so radical 
a change as this. 
For he shows that 
the crust of conservatism has been broken 
in many places during the past twenty year?, 
and that the party of progress is steadily ad­ 
vancing and driving the Tories into the 
background. 
The recent experiments in 
sending legations to Europe and America 
have had important results, and have done 
much to convince the Government ot China 
that the old condition of things will have to be 
discarded, and a general new departure taken. 
Japan has done this already, and it is evi­ 
dent that with all her conservatism China 
retains enough vitality and vigor to carry 
successfully through the change whenever 
she makes up her mind to it. What euch a 
change may mean for the rest of the world 
is an interesting problem, tut not to be 
entered u u o d here. 
Chips from a G e r m a n W o r k sh o p. By M ix Muller, 
M. A. Volume V. New York : Charles Scribner's 
Sons. Price, 22. 
The fifth volume of Max Muller’s “ Chips” 
contains five essays, “ On Freedom,” nn 
“ The Philosophy of Mythology,” on “ False 
“ Analogies in Comparative Theology,” on 
“ Spelling Reform,” and on “ Sanskrit Texts 
" discovered in Japan.” Perhaps the most 
generally interesting of these essays—which 
by the way are collected from various publi­ 
cation?, or have been delivered as lectures-? 
will be the third, on False Analogies in 
Comparative Theology. The object of this 
lecture is to expose the futility cf the many 
attempts made at the close of the last and be­ 
ginning of the present century, when Ori­ 
ental science was young and crude, to 
establish analogies between Asiatic re­ 
ligions and Christianity, with a view 
to 
derive 
the 
resemblances in 
the 
former from an assumed imitation of the lat­ 
ter. He shows that when this business was 
first entered upon, the ludían pandits, finding 
themselves continually pressed for resem­ 
blances to Christian traditions and dogmas, 
obligingly invented qualities of these re­ 
semblances and inserted them in their sacred 
books for the gratification of the foreign in­ 
quirers. Of course the result was a dreadful 
eeries cf blunders, ending with a catastrophic 
exposure which effectually destroyed confi­ 
dence in that line of Research. The article on 
spelling reforms, being fcr the most part 
written phonetically, and in part with Pit­ 
man’s phonetic alphabet, is about as easy 
reading as Anglo-Saxon, which the proposed 
new alphabet resembles in several respects. 
On ths whole the volume is a valuable ad­ 
dition to the series of Professor Muller’» 
“ Chip3.”

T he Steam W agon.—The Doane steam 
wagon, which has been undergoing many 
changes and improvements at the Union Iron 
W orks, on F ront street, has been completed, 
and upon trial works entirely satisfactory to 
its owners. 
I t is made very much more pow­ 
erful than the former one, and the imperfec­ 
tions which were found before to exist, it is 
believed by the inventor, have been success­ 
fully overcome. 
One of the main difficulties 
in the former wagon was the damaging effect 
of the jar, which continually loosened the 
nuts and tended to get the machinery out of 
repair. 
The present engine is placed upon 
springs over the axle of the two main wheels, 
which, from the trials now had, seems to ob­ 
viate this difficulty. 
The leading improve­ 
m ent in the new wagon is th at of doing away 
with the beveled gearing, as also the chain 
and wire rope for transm itting power, and 
in their place is substituted square spur 
gearing. 
The 
weight 
of 
the 
present 
steam-wagon is about seventeen or eighteen 
tons, and it is expected will readily haul fifty 
tons of grain at a load. 
I t will leave in a 
day or two for the upper Sacramento valley, 
and will probably be employed in hauling 
grain from Rieevide and vicinity to M cIn­ 
tosh’s .Landing, between which points a road 
has been graded for this purpose. 
These two 
points are about sixteen miles apart, and it is 
expected th at the operator will be able to 
make a trip with tha steam-wagon and its 
train of other wagons attached from tha 
landing to Riceville and return each day, 
making thirty-tw o miles of travel and trans­ 
porting fifty tons of grain to the river. 
The 
former wagon consumed about one ton of coal 
and a cord of wood per day. 
The present one 
has been so constructed as to burn coal en­ 
tirely. 
The wagon complete costs about 
$8,000.

Probably Shot by Drew, of th is City—Was 
a Robbery Prearranged? 
It is understood that the young man named 
Drew, who shot and killed his traveling com­ 
panion near Bodie, as stated in a dispatch 
published yesterday, is the engineer at the 
Sacramento County Hospital, and a nephew 
of M. M. Drew, who is now over in the 
Bodie section. 
I t is stated th at tbe man who 
was killed was one who came to the hospital 
some time since for treatm ent, and while 
there represented to engineer Drew th at he 
knew where certain valuable treasures or 
mines could be found in the region of the 
summit of the Sierras ; that if he could go 
there he could locate them, and makiug other 
similar representations; th at recently young 
Drew concluded to take a team and, as a 
m atter of recreation and examination, drive 
to the region referred to, and his uncle, M. 
VI. Drew, aided him in arranging his out­ 
fit 
and 
means 
for 
the 
trip. 
His 
uncle insisted th at he should take at least 
t-vo men with him but young Drew pre- 
frrred to take only one, and that one was 
George (by which name he was known a t the 
hospital), who chim ed to be possessed of 
knowledge of the treasure. 
Drew procured 
a man to take his place as engineer at the 
hospital duriDg his «absence, and a few days 
since left upon his trip, having about $300 in 
money, and accompanied by George. 
D.eW 
is a young man of good character and correct 
habits, and as the dhpatch says, “ Drew 
states th at the deceased made an unprovoked 
and incomprehensible attem pt to shoot him 
with a revolver, whereupon he shot hi3 com­ 
panion to save his own life,” it is quite prob­ 
able th at the deceased, who was a stranger 
here, and of the adveuturi-us class, ir.ay have 
put up the entire m atter for the purpose of 
eventually robbing Drew, which he seems to 
have been attempting when he was shot and 
killed by Drew in self-defense.

The middle fork of the Kern river af 
fords fine trout-fishing. 
Another wing-shooting match is to be 
held at “ Jake’s,” near Brighton, on the 
•26th. 
Shad are now easily caught in Mon­ 
terey bay. 
Their culture on this coast is 
a success. 
The Sierra foothills now abound with 
dove's, and quail are so plenty as to give 
fine promise for the coming season. 
The sentiment at Louisville seems to be 
against the holding of two two-year-old 
races, at the same distance, on the same 
day. 
At Louisville, May 21st, nnder welter 
weights, b. h. Incommode, aged, carrying 
146 pounds, went a mile in 1:44, against 
five other entries. 
The challenge of Colonel H unt of St. 
Louis to match his horse against Luke 
Blackburn, two-mile heats, for §2.3,1)00 a 
side, turns out to be a huge joke, as was 
more than suspected at the time. 
A t the Louisville spring meeting the 
half mile race for the Kentucky Oaks, §100 
entrance, §1,000 added, with §200 of it to 
second, was won by Johnson’s ch. f. Lucy 
May, by Buckeien (102 lhs.), in 2:41 ; first 
mile, l:47f. 
The Cornell Navy, of Cornell University, 
Ithioa, N. Y., determined some months 
ago to send a four-oared crew to the Hen­ 
ley regatta of June 30, 1SS1, and the par­ 
ty, live oarsmeu and a business manager, 
sailed May 2Sih by the steamer Eugland. 
It is a noteworthy circumstance that in 
th e Tennessee stakes for two-year-olds, at 
Louisville, May 23d, there were seven 
star-trs, and the name of every one of the 
seven began with “ B.” The list was Bab­ 
eo :U, Buliancer, B-ngal, Blenheim, Bay­ 
adere, Beatrice and Bunnie Rose. 
Parties who go to Yosemite expecting to 
fish in the Merced will find splendid trout- 
fianing now, but few kites.

The London Sportinij Life of -May 18;h 
says : 
“ We have to chronicle a remarka­ 
ble foot race which took place at Preston 
Borough Grounds on Saturday last. 
The 
distance was one mile, and tlie competitors, 
W illiam Cummings, of Paisley (the holder 
of Sir J. D. Astley’s one n.ile and ten nales 
championship belts), and William Duddle, 
of Preston—acknowledged by those com 
petent to judge to be the two fastest pedes­ 
trians in the world over this dist.nee.” 
T he track was 603J yards in circumference, 
or to the mile 2 laps and 554 yards. 
The 
track was rather soft and betting very ex­ 
citing. 
Cummings won, after a magnifi­ 
cent start to both, coming in winner by 
eight yards. The time for the first lap 
(603 yards) was lin. 231s.; second (1,206 
yards), 2m. 56s., and for the full distance, 
4m. 16 l-5s.; thus Cummings beat tlie best 
previous record, 4m. 17[s. (dead heat, by 
Lang and Richards, August 18, 1865), by 
a fraction over a second, and it is certain, 
had he finished all out, the time would 
have been at least a second faster.

As a two-year-old Iroquois 
started twelve times, and won four races, 
of the \ alue of §12,S19, and aa a three- 
year-old has started three times, and was 
second to Peregrine for the Two Thousand 
Guineas, won the 
Newmarket Stakes, 
walked over for the Burwell Stakes, and 
won the Epsom Derby, and his winnings 
so far for the year aggregate §32,604, and 
hi9 total winnings to §45,423, and seven 
races won out of sixteen starts. 
Iroquois 
ed for the future as follows : 1881— 
>t, the Prince of Wales' Stakes, 87 
ilready won) ; the Ascot Derby 
12 subs. ; the St. James Palace ¡ 
28 subs. ; aud the Rous Memorial i 
133 subs. 
A t Goodwood, the Len- j 
kes, 12 snbs. ; the Drawing-room 
17 subs. ; the Sussex Stakes, 113 I 
he Racing Slakes, 18 subs. ; aud at 
Doncaster, the St. Liger Stakes, 232 subs. 
1882—At Newmarket, the I’rince of Wales’ 
Slakes, 33 subs. ; the Champion Stakes, 
124 suln. ; and at Ascot, the Rous Memo­ 
rial Stakes, 116 subs. 


As there are no other trotters with such a 
record, except Rarus and Goldsmith Maid, 
both of whom are off the turf, there can 
be no other competitors than the trio 
named, unless in the unlikely contingency 
of Bome horse acquiring such a record 
before June 15th, when the entries close. 
It is stated that St. Julien and Sorrel Dan 
will certainly start, and these two entries 
will fill the race.

You may organize a church choir and 
think you have got it down line, and that 
every member of it is pious and full of 
true goodness, and in such a moment as 
you think not you will find th at one or 
more of them are full of the old Harry, 
and it will break out when you least ex­ 
pect it. 
There is no more beautiful sight 
to the student of nature than a church 
choir. To see the members sitting together, 
demure, devoted and pious looking, you 
think there is neveT a thought enters their 
minds that is not connected with singing 
anthems, but sometimes you get left. 
There is one church choir in Milwaukee 
that is about as near perfect as a choir can 
be. 
I t has been organized for a long time, 
and never has quarreled, and the congrega­ 
tion swears by it. 
When the choir strikes 
a devotional attitude it is enough to make 
an ordinary Christian think of the angel 
band above, only the male singers wear 
whiskers and the females wear fashionable 
clothes. 
You would not think that this choir 
played tricks ou each other during the ser­ 
mon, but sometimes they do. 
The choir 
is furnished with the numbers of the 
hymns that are to be sung, by the minis­ 
ter, and they put a book mark-in the book 
at the proper place. 
One morning they 
all got up to Bing, when the soprano turned 
pale, as an ace of spades dropped out of 
her hymn book, the alto nearly fainted 
when a queen of hearts dropped at her 
feet, and the re3t of the pack was distrib­ 
uted arouud in the other books. 
They 
laid it on to the tenor, but he swore, while 
' the minister was preaching, that he didn’t 
know one card from another. 
One morning last summer, after the 
tenor had been playing tricks all the 
spring on the rest of the choir, the soprano 
brought a chunk of shoemakers’ wax to 
church.

around to see if he had saved his pants, 
and began to sing, and the rest of the 
choir came near bursting. 
The tenor was 
called out on three strikes by the umpire, 
and the al:o had to sail in, and «rule she 
was singing the tenor began to feel of first 
base to see wtiat was the matter. 
When 
he got his hand on the shoemakers’ warm 
wax kis hear; smote him and he looked 
daggers at tlie soprano, but she put on a 
pious look and got her mouth nydy to sing 
“ Hold the Fort.” 
Well, the tenor sat 
down ou a white handkerchief, before he 
went home, and he got home without any­ 
body seeing him, and he has been, as the 
saying is, “ laying” for the soprano ever 
since, to get even. 
It is customary in all first class choirs 
for the male singers to furnish candy for 
the lady siDgers, and the other day the 
tenor went to a candy factory and had a 
peppermint lozenger made with about hail 
a teaspoonfu! of cayenne pepper in the 
center of it.

The noble tenor went and got it 
for her, and after she had drank a couple 
of quarts, she whispered to him, “ Young 
man, I will get even with you for that 
peppermint candy if I have to live a thou­ 
sand years, and don’t you forget it,” and 
then they all eat down and looked pious, 
while the minister preached a most beauti­ 
ful sermon on “ Faith.” 
We expect that 
tenor will be blowed through the roof 
some Sunday morning, and the congrega­ 
tion will wonder what he is in such a hurry 
for.—[Peck's Sun.

■ARK TWAIN ON THE ART OF WAR. 


A t the banauet given to the Society of 
the Army of the Potamac at Hartford, 
Conn., June 
8th, Samuel L. Clemens 
(Mark Twain) responded to the toast, 
“ The Benefit of Judicious Training.” 
He 
said he had been to W est Point and had 
loaded up with military information, and 
in what lie said he was backed by the high­ 
est military authority. 
He added : To be­ 
gin, gentlemen, when an engagement is 
meditated, it is best to feel the enemy first, 
th at is if it is night, for, as one of the 
cadets explained 
to 
me, 
you 
do not 
need to feel him in daytime, because 
you can see him then. 
I never should 
have thought of 
that, but it is true, 
perfectly true. 
In 
the 
daytime 
the 
methods of procedure are various, but the 
best, it seems to me, is one which was in­ 
troduced by General Grant. 
General 
G rant always sent an active young man 
redoubt to reconnoiter and get the enemy’s 
bearings. 
I got this from a high officer at 
the Point, who told me he used to be a re­ 
doubt ou General G rant’s staff, and had 
done 
it 
often. 
W hen 
the 
hour 
for 
the battle is come, move to the field with 
celerity—fool 
away no 
time. 
Under 
this head 
I 
was 
told 
of a 
favorite 
maxim 
of 
General 
Sheridan’s. 
Gen­ 
eral Sheridan 
always 
said, 
“ If the 
siege 
train 
isn’t 
ready, 
don’t w ait— 
go by any trains th at are handy. 
To 
get there is the main thing.” 
Now that 
is the correct idea. As you approach the 
field it is better to get out aud walk. 
This gives you 
a 
better chance 
to 
dispose 
of 
your 
forces 
judiciouely 
for the assault. 
Get your artillery iu po­ 
sition and throw out stragglers to the 
right and left to hold your lines of com­ 
munication against surprise. 
See that 
every hod earner connected with a mortar 
battery is at his post. 
They told me at 
the Point th at Napoleon despised mortar 
batteries and never would use them. 
He 
said th at for real efficiency he w ouldn’t 
give a hatful of bricks for a ton of mortar. 
However, th at is all he knew about it. 
Everything being ready for the assault, 
yon 
want to enter 
the 
field 
with 
your baggage to the front. 
This idea 
was invented by our renowned guest, Gen­ 
eral Sherman. 
They told me that General 
Sherman said th at the trunks and baggage 
make a good protection for the soldiers, but 
that chiefly they attract the attention ar.d 
rivet the interest of the enemy, and this 
gives you an opportunity to whirl the other 
end of the column around and attack him 
in the rear. 
I have given a good deal of 
study to thi3 tactic since I heard about it, 
and it appears to me that it is a rattling 
goad idea. 
Never fetch on your reserves 
at the start. 
This was Napoleon’s first 
mistake at Waterloo. 
Next, he assaulted 
with his bomb proofs and ambulances and 
embrasures when he ought to have used a 
heavier artillery. 
Thirdly, he retired his 
right by ricochet—which uncovered his 
pickets—when his only possible chance of 
success lay in doubling up his center flank 
by flank and throwing out his clievanx de 
frite by the left oblique to relieve the 
skirmish line aud confuse the enemy, 
if such a movement would confuse him, 
and at W est Point they said it would. 
It was about this time th at the Emperor 
had two horses shot under him. 
How 
often you see the remark th at General So 
and So, in such and such a battle, had two 
or three horses shot under him. 
General 
Burnside and many great European mili­ 
tary men, as I was informed by a 
high 
military officer at W est Point, have justly 
characterized thi3 as a wanton waste of 
projectiles, and he impressed upon me a 
conversation in the tent of the Prussian 
chiefs at Gravclotte, in the course of which 
our honored guest just referred—General 
Burnside—observed that if you can’t aim 
a horse so as to hit the General with it, 
shoot it over him and you may bag some­ 
thing on ihe other side ; whereas a horse 
shot under a General does no sort of dam­ 
age. 
I agree cordially 
with 
General 
Burnside, and 
heaven knows 
I 
shall 
rejoice to see the artilleryists of this 
land and of all lands cease from this 
wicked and idiotic custom. 
At W est 
Point they told me of another mistake at 
Waterloo, namely, th at the French were 
under fire from the beginning of tlie fight 
till the end—which was plainly a most 
effeminate and ill-timed attention to com­ 
fort, and a foolish division of military 
strength, for it probably took a3 many men 
to keep up the fires as it d:d to do the 
fighting ! It would nave been much better 
to have had a small tire in the rear, and 
let the men go there by detachments and 
get warm, and Dot try to warm up the 
whole army at once. 
All the cadets said 
that an assault along the whole line was 
the one thing which could have restored 
Napoleon’s advantage at this juncture, and 
he was actually rising up in his stir­ 
rups 
to 
order 
it, 
when 
a 
sutler 
burst at his side and covered him w ith dirt 
and debris, and before he could recover 
W ellington opened, a tremendous and de­ 
vastating fire upon him from a monstrous 
battery of vivandierts, and the s tir of the 
great Captain’s glory set to rise no more. 
The cadet wept while he told me these 
mournful particulars. 
When you leave a 
battlefield, always leave it in good order ; 
remove the wreck and rubbish, and tidy up 
the place. 
However, in the case of a 
drawn battle it is neither party’s business 
to tidy up anything. 
You can leave the 
field looking as if the city government of 
New York had bossed the fight. 
When 
you are traversing the enemy’s country, in 
order to destroy his supplies aud cripple 
his resources you want to take along 
plenty of camp flowers. 
The more the 
better. 
They are a 
tremendously ef­ 
fective arm of the service, and they inspire 
in the foe the liveliest dread. A W est Point 
professor told me that the wfisdom of this 
was recognized as far back as Scripture 
times. 
He quoted the verse. 
He said it 
was from the new revision, and was a little 
different from the way it reads in the old 
one. 
I do not recollect the exact wording 
of it now, but 1 remember it wound up 
with something about such and such a de­ 
vastating agent being as “ terrible as an 
army with bummers.” . I believe I have 
nothing further to add but this : The West 
Pointers said a private should preserve a 
respectful attitude toward his superiors, 
and should seldom, or never, proceed so 
far as to offer suggestions to his General in 
the field. 
If the battle is not being con­ 
ducted to suit him it is better for him to 
resign. 
By the etiquette of war it is per­ 
mitted to none below the rank of newspa­ 
per corresjiondent to dictate to the Gen­ 
eral in the tield.

The Situation at Albany. 
A lb a n y , June 17 th.—The following is the 
result to-day of the vote for a successor to 
Conkling: Jacobs 47, ConklÍDg 27, Wheeler 
36, Cornell 8, Lapham 16, Bradley 1, Folger 
3, Tremaine 3, Crowley 1. 
The vote for a successor to Platt resulted : 
Depew 53, Kernan 48, Platt 23, Cornell 10, 
Crowley 5, Lapham 1, Wheeler 2. 
Tuthill denounced L)epew as the head lob­ 
byist of the corporations, and Barber and 
Edwards as his lieutenants. Barber’s room 
had long been the headquarters and den 
where legislation is bought and said, where 
legislators gamble with lobbyists and claim 
agents, and where cardB are a veil to cover 
naked bribery. He could corroborate his 
statement by witnesses. Barber & Co. were 
trying to make their chief a United States 
Senator. 
THE BRIBERY MATTER. 
The Bribery Committee decided that they 
would extend the inquiry to everything bear­ 
ing on the Senatorial question. 
Thomas W. Cantwell, Receiving Teller of 
the Albany City Bank, testified that he knew 
Adam Blake, of the Kenmore Hotel. He 
deposited checks of $2,500 and S10,000. 
signed by Mr. Oxener,! of New York, in­ 
dorsed by A. D. Barber; gave large bills for 
the 810,000 check. 
ChaB. J. Peabody, Cashier of Spencer, 
Trask & Co., testified that he remembered 
getting a check for $1,500 cashed at tl.e Mer­ 
chants’ Bank on the 8th ; thought there were 
OHly small bills in the package; paid the 
money over to a messenger sent for it be Sen­ 
ator Woodiu. Graves got a check for $2,000 
cashed the same day. 
Adam Blake, of the Kenmore Hotel, tes­ 
tified that he knew E. R. Phelps, but not 
Barber ; Phelps gave witness a draft on New 
York for §10,000 May 20th, which witness 
got cashed and paid back to Phelps in such 
sums as he desired, 
Charles L. Garfield, Paying Teller of the 
Albany City National Bank, testified that he 
did not remember any payments on the 2Sth 
or 28th ultimo; knew of no Usury or bribery. 
John A. Goodall, Cashier of the First Na­ 
tional Bank of Utica, testified that Barber’s 
account had been written up yesterday morn­ 
ing and checks returned to Barber. Barber 
deposited §17,000 in checks drawn by J. D. 
Oxener, of New York. About $54,000 of 
the total sum in the statement was dis­ 
counted notes. The aggregate credit is $90,- 
C64. The debit side is about §86,000. 
Cashier Goodall, of the Utica Bahk, testi­ 
fied that Barber telegraphed him, “ I will 
give the committee a statement of my ac­ 
count. It will save you coming. I have no 
objections to their having it. ” 
Senator Strahan testified that he got a tel­ 
egram marked confidential, dated Washing­ 
ton May 18th, signed by John N. Daven­ 
port, saying it was very important that 
Strahan should meet Davenport at the club 
without fail that night. Witness met Daven­ 
port as per telegram. Davenport asked me 
if I would like the Marshalship here, and 
said he was in with Garfield in this fight, 
and could get it for me. I Baid, “ If I ac­ 
cept the offer, would I be expected to act 
against Conkling?" 
He said, “ Yes.” I

place. I wanted to be independent, and 
Would support Conkling. He wanted me to 
Accept at once, and asked m? to meet him 
at the Fifth Avenue Hotel later. He said. 
“ The Cabinet will meet to-morrow before 
noon, and you will be immediately con­ 
firmed.” I met him and declined the ap­ 
pointment. No Federal office has been ten­ 
dered me since, and nobody has intimated 
that I could have an office. I don't know 
how this fact got out; don’t know that it haB 
anything to do with this case. I told Mr. 
Black, Conkling and Arthur of the circum­ 
stances. They did not want to advise me in 
the matter. I don’t know as I have been 
very active in the Senatorial canvass ; have 
voted for Conkling and Piatt.

He is a man of fine abil­ 
ity, but lacking stamina. He wants to please 
everybody and is afraid of incurring the en­ 
mity of all the men around him. This is 
why he threw a sop to Conkling and Platt. 
Robertson’s appointment, I am sure, was set­ 
tled before March 11th. Yes, before the 
Chicago Convention. Robertson knew that 
if my nomination could be prevented he 
would become Collector of New York. Do 
not suppose he had a direct pledge. The con­ 
tract was with Blaine, and Blaine is keen and 
wary, Robertson, however, knew that he 
was to get the appointment.

Ingersoli’s Luck—The Colonel a Million 
nire. 
W ashington, June 17tb.—The great sen­ 
sation of these dull days in Washington is 
the news that comes from New Mexico of the 
development of silver mines in which Colonel 
Robert G. Ingersoll is directly interested. 
According to these reports the Colonel is not 
only a millionaire, but may even become a 
billionaire. Last winter, in company with 
General Herbert E l’ayne, Paymaster Ste­ 
venson of the Navy, Colonel Grafton, a law­ 
yer of this city, and C. I*. Farrell, his 


brother in-law. Colonel Ingersoll made joint 
purchase? of twenty-one undeveloped silver 
mines in New Mexico. This association em­ 
ployed a man by the name of Gillette to de­ 
velop the mines. Gillette is the man who, 
under Mackay, brought out the great Com­ 
stock lode. Two weeks ago Gillette wrote a 
letter to this city detailing such wonderful 
results from the developments of one especial 
mine and promises of others as to throw the 
association into a perfect panic of joy. 
Bonanza Mackav was in the city at 
the time, and he was consulted about 
Gillette’s report, and said it could be relied 
upon to the uttermost. Upon this the whole 
party took with them some §20,000 to facili­ 
tate the discoveries made, and set out for the 
field of fortune. The one mine especially re­ 
ported upon by Gillette is alleged tobe richer 
than the famous Comstock. Some parts of 
the vein exposed nearly pure silver, one ton 
assaying as high as $20,000. This extra­ 
ordinary prize in the lottery of mine-drawing 
has set the whole town to talking. The day 
before yesterday Colonel Ingersoll Bent a 
characteristic dispatch declaring his good 
fortune. Before he went away he arranged 
that if everything was as Gillette had repre­ 
sented it he would telegraph back the name 
of some great infidel. This dispatch, when 
it did come, was Bruno, Voltaire and Spinoza, 
showing that it was three times better than 
represented. Since then, later advices say 
that three or fenr others of the twenty-one 
mines are very handsome investments. Per­ 
emptory orders have also been telegraphed to 
sell none of the stock in any one of these 
mines for any money.

Ingram became terribly excited, which cul­ 
minated in a nervous shock. A hack was 
called and she was convoyed home in a 
greatly prostrated condition. She was

bowels,

has 
continued night and day since that time, ac­ 
companied by a terrible sickness and nausea. 
She attempted to eat food to sustain life, but 
the presence of food only produced a loathing 
and deathly sickness. The experiment was 
repeatedly tried until it became a torment, 
and was given up. 
Since October 11, 
1880, she has lain in bed unable to take 
food or water, and have it remain 
on her stomach. The attending physicians 
began giving her injections, thereby sustain­ 
ing life by a process of absorption.

Not long ago a few leading nobles of 
the Moderate party waited upon the Czar 
and urged him, if he valued the safety of the 
Empire, to grant liberal concessions to the 
peasants, and formulate a scheme of consti­ 
tutional reform, but he summarily dismissed 
them from his presence, and they were noti­ 
fied by the police the next day that it would 
be wisdom on their part not to meddle with 
the Emperor’s affairs. 
The peasants in 
olden times used to sigh, “ Heaven is too 
high, and the Czar too far to hear our pray­ 
ers.” But of late they have assumed an at­ 
titude which bodes ill for the peace of 
Russia.

DOMESTIC. 
The Situation at Albany. 
Albany, Jane 17th.—The following is the 
result to-day of the vote for a successor to 
Conkliog: Jacobs 47, Conkling 27, Wheeler 
30, Cornell 8, i.apham 16, Bradley 1, Folger 
3, Tremaine 3, Crowley 1. 
The vote for a successor to Platt resulted : 
Depew 53, Keruan 48, Platt 23, Cornell 10, 
Crowley 5, Lipham 1, Wheeler 2. 
Tuthill denounced Depew as the head lob­ 
byist of the corporations, and Barber and 
Edwai .8 as hie lieutenants. Barber’s room 
had long been the headquarters and den 
where legislation is bought and Held, where 
legislators gamble with lobbyists and claim 
agents, and where cards are a veil to cover 
naked bribery. He could corroborate his 
statement by witnesses. Barber k Co. were 
trying to make their chief a United States 
Senator. 
THE BRIBERY MATTER. 
The Bribery Committee decided that they 
would extend the inquiry to everything bear­ 
ing on the Senatorial question. 
Thomas W. Cantwell, Receiving Teller of 
the Albany City Bank, testified that he knew 
Adam Blake, of the Kenmore Hotel. He 
deposited checkB of $2,500 and 810,000, 
signed by Mr. Oxener,:of New York, in­ 
dorsed by A. D. Barber ; gave large bills for 
the 810,000 check. 
Chas. J. Peabody, Cashier of Spencer, 
Trask k Co., testified that he remembered 
getting a check for 81,500 cashed at tl.e Mer­ 
chants’ Bank on the 8th ; thought there were 
only small bills in the package; paid the 
money over to a messenger sent for it be Sen­ 
ator Woodin. Graves got a check for $2,000 
cashed the same day. 
Adam Blake, of the Kenmore Hotel, tes­ 
tified that he koew E. K. Phelps, but not 
Barber ; Phelps gave witness a draft on New 
York for $10,000 May 20th, which witness 
got cashed and paid back to Phelps in such 
Knms as he desired, 
Charles L. Garfield, Paying Teller of the 
Albany City National Bank, testified that he 
did not remember any payments on the 26th 
or 28th ultimo; knew of no usury or bribery. 
John A. Goodall, Cashier of the First Na­ 
tional Bank of Utica, testified that Barber’s 
account had been written up yesterday morn­ 
ing and checks returned to Barber. Barber 
deposited $17,000 io checks drawn by J. D. 
Oxener, of New York. About $54,000 of 
the total sum in the statement was dis­ 
counted notes. The aggregate credit is $90,- 
C0I. The debit aide is about $80,000. 
Cashier Goodall, of the Utica Bahk, testi­ 
fied that Barber telegraphed him, “ I will 
give the committee a statement of my ac­ 
count. It will save you coming. I have no 
objections to their having it.” 
Senator Strahan testified that he got a tel­ 
egram marked confidential, dated Washing­ 
ton May 18th, signed by John N. Daven- 
§ 
ort, saying it was very important that 
trahan should meet Davenport at the club 
without fail that night. Witness met Daven­ 
port as per telegram. Davenport asked me 
if I would like the Marsbalship here, and 
said he was in with Garfield in this fight, 
and coaid get it for me. I said, “ If I ac­ 
cept the offer, would I be expected to act 
against Conkling?” He said, “ Yes.” I 
said, I didn’t think I could accept the 
place. I wanted to be independent, and 
would Bupport Conkling. He wanted me to 
accept at once, and asked me to meet him 
at the Fifth Avenue Hotel later. He said, 
“ The Cabinet will meet to-morrow before 
noon, and you will be immediately con­ 
firmed.” I met him and declined the ap­ 
pointment. No Federal office has been ten­ 
dered me since, and nobody has intimated 
that I could have an office. I don't know 
how this fact got out; don’t know that it has 
anything to do with this case. I told Mr. 
Black, Conkling and Arthur of the circum­ 
stances. They did not want to advise me in 
the matter. I don’t know as I have been 
very active in the Senatorial canvass ; have 
voted for Conkling and Platt. 
Testimony was then taken what Tilling. 
hast, of the New York Central, had a $20,­

The Cashier of the Kenmore Hotel gave 
further unimportant testimony about cash­ 
ing Blake’s and Barber's checks, and the 
committee adjourned to Tuesday. 
THE HERMANS BECOMING EXCITED. 
N ew Y ork, June 17th.—The German Re­ 
publicans declared to-night at a mass meet­ 
ing that Depcw, having a majority of the 
Republican votes, should be elected Senator, 
and the Germans would oppose any Repub­ 
licans for office who did not support him, 
C rau l Again Interview ed—-Polities and 
JrfT. Davis’ Kook. 
N ew Y o rk , June 17th.—The H erald re­ 
porter at Pittaburg, Pa., has interviewed 
Grant. The latter said: “ Garfield ia a man 
without backbone. He is a man of fine abil­ 
ity, but lacking stamina. He wants to please 
everybody and is afraid of incurring the en­ 
mity of all the men around him. This is 
why he threw a sop to Conkling and Platt. 
Robertson’s appointment, I am sure, was set- 
tied before March 11th. Yes, before the 
Chicago Convention. Robertson knew that 
if my nomination could be prevented he 
would become Collector of New York. Do 
not suppose he had a direct pledge. The con­ 
tract was with Blaine, and Blaine is keen and 
wary. Robertson, however, knew that he 
was to get the appointment. Blaine failed, 
and Garfield was nominated and pledged to 
Robertson, who won with Garfield. The 
latter had to appoint him, yet he waa afraid 
to say so. Why did not he say openly, 11 
am going to appoint Robertson T I do not 
think Blaine has personally said anything to 
Garfield in this matter ; he wants to be in a 
position to say that since he has been Secre­ 
tary of State he has never interfered with 
any appointments, and he thinks he can say 
that he has not said anything, but still 
through him Robertson's nomination was dic­ 
tated, and through him it was insisted 
upon.” 
The reporter asked : “ Are you going to 
New York to take part in the fight?” 
*• No," said Grant, “ I have business there 
and I am out of politics, except as a citizen 
who exercises the right to vote and think as 
he pleases.” 
The reporter then said : “ To change the 
subject, what do yon think of Jeff Davie’ 
book ?” 
The General replied : “ I have only seen 
extracts of it in the papers. I am not con­ 
versant with its contents. 
I was highly 
amused [here the General laughed at the 
thought of it] by his description of how he 
was going to escape by throwing a man off 
his horse, and the rest of it. The idea of Jeff 
Davis doing a thing of that kind was absurd, 
for he was a man of 70 years of age and for 
years an invalid, and also a coward ; fur Jeff 
Davis was always a physical coward, al­ 
though he had great moral courage. It was 
amusing. I think the book will do good. It 
will not affect Union men, and may have the 
effect of driving some of Davis’ old associates 
to the right side.” 
Ing rno ir* Luck—The Colonel a Million­ 
aire. 
W a sh in g to n , June 17th.—The great sen­ 
sation of these doll days in Washington is 
the news that comes from New Mexico of the 
development of silver mines in which Colonel 
Robert G. Ingersoll is directly interested. 
According to these reports the Colonel is not 
only a millionaire, but majr even become a 
billionaire. Last winter, in company with 
General Herbert K I’ayne, Paymaster Ste­ 
venson of the Navy, Colonel Grafton, a law­ 
yer of this city, and C. I’. Farrell, his 


brother in-law, Colonel Ingersoll m ade joint 
pnrchasss of twenty-one undeveloped silver 
mines in New Mexico. This association em­ 
ployed a man by the name of Gillette to de­ 
velop the mines. Gillette is the man who, 
under Mackay, brought out the great Corn- 
stock lode. Two weeks ago Gillette wrote a 
letter to this city detailing such wonderful 
results from the developments of one especial 
mine and promises of others as to throw the 
association into a perfect panic of joy. 
Bonanza Mackay was in the city at 
the time, and he was consulted about 
Gillette’s report, and said it could be relied 
upon to the uttermost. Upon this the whole 
party took with them some $20,000 to facili­ 
tate the discoveries made, and set ont for the 
field of fortune. The one mine especially re­ 
ported upon by Gillette is alleged to be richer 
than the famous Comstock. Some parts of 
the vein exposed nearly pure silver, one ton 
assaying as high as $20,000. This extra­ 
ordinary prize in the lottery of mine-drawing 
has set the whole town to talking. The day 
before yesterday Colonel Ingersoll sent a 
characteristic dispatch declaring his good 
fortune. Before he went away he arranged 
that if everything was as Gillette had repre­ 
sented it he would telegraph back the name 
of some great infidel. This dispatch, when 
it did come, was Bruno, Voltaire and Spinoza, 
showing that it was three timeB better than 
represented. Since then, later advices say 
that three or four others of the twenty-one 
mines are very handsome investments. Per­ 
emptory orders have also been telegraphed to 
sell none of the stock in any one of these 
mines for any money. 
Another ** Version ” Threatened. 
N ew Y ork, June 17th.—The Churchman 
of this week says:. “ We are to have still 
another version of the New Testament, to be 
known as ‘The American Version,’ and 
what is more it is to be copyrighted under 
that designation.” As to the particular rea­ 
sons for its publication, the Churchman says : 
“ The fact that the readings and renderings 
proposed by the American Committee of 
Revision have been published in a separate 
list, such of them at least as were not 
adopted by the English revisions, has vexed 
the minds of some people who cannot bear 
that anything American should be made to 
take a back seat, and certain others who are 
not willing to acknowledge that there can be 
any appeal from the j ndgment of the Ameri­ 
can committee.”

W ash in gto n, June 17th.—Secretary Win- 
dom to-day summarily dismissed Custodian 
.Pitney from the public service, and abolished 
the office of Custodian of the Treasury, which 
was created some years ago without legal 
authority, and paid for from the appropria­ 
tion for janitors, messengers, etc. The duties 
of the office are imposed upon Chief Clerk 
Power, who has been diligent in unearthing 
the frauds of the Custodian’s ring. Pitney ia 
not likely to be otherwise punished than by 
dismissal. 
Gould's Railroad Operations. 
D allas (Tex.), June 17th.—It is under­ 
stood that Gould's terminal point on the 
coast will be Sabine Pass. It is stated that 
Gould has bought the Crosby road from 
Sabine Pass northward. Fifty miles will be 
pushed through to Mineóla as rapidly as 
possible. This will force the Texas trunk 
road to a parallel line from Palestine to the 
Pass.Another Railroad War Probable. 
St. L ou is, June 17th.—There is much ex­ 
citement in railroad circles over a statement 
that passengers from Chicago to New York 
only pay $11, while the rate from here is

Colorado Desperadoes In a Playful Mood. 
D en ver (Col.), June 17th.—The Tribune'» 
Kokomo special says: This afternoon Al. 
Higgins, a well-known desperado, and Phil. 
Foote, ex-Marshal of Kokomo, being intoxi­ 
cated, began firing their revolvers at random. 
Shortly thereafter meeting Mayor Doncas­ 
ter, of Recent, Higgins fired at him, the shot 
just grazing his head. Policeman Brown 
ordered them to be quiet, and was shot and 
badly wounded by Higgins. The despera­ 
does then tied to Recent, a small village in 
the suburbs of Kokomo, and prepared for re­ 
sistance. The Marshal and posse pursued, 
and after wounding Higgins in the face cap­ 
tured him and Foote. They were taken to 
Leadville to avoid lynching. Much excite­ 
ment prevails. 
Shooting at Leadville. 
L ea d v ille, June 17th.—The Chronicle 
says: This evening ex-Alderman John Mc- 
Combe shot and probably fatally wounded 
James McDonald, a well-known variety 
actor. McCotnbe’s buggy was hitched before 
his house, when McDonald requested, and 
he claims received permission, to take sev­ 
er rl children in the buggy and drove around 
the block. On his return McOombe was in 
a rage, and, regardless of the children. fired 
twice, one hall striking McDonald in the 
head. MeCombe has been a prominent can­ 
didate for Lieutenant-Governor and Mayor, 
and last spring was before the people as 
nominee for City Treasurer. 
Railroad Bonds Lost—Indian Children— 
The Grants. 
N ew Y ork, June 17th.—A. C. Lawrence 
lost Burlington, Cedar Rapids and Northern 
and other railroad bonds on Broadway to­ 
day, he believes, through a hole in his pocket. 
Their value is $100,000. 
Sixteen Indian boys and seven girls, aged 
from 12 to 22, only a short time ago in bar­ 
barous life, are here from the Hampton (Va.) 
College en route to Massachusetts, where 
they will spend the summer vacation work­ 
ing on farms. They are neatly clad, and 
some of them positively good-looking. All 
are intelligent. They sang sacred hymns at 
the private houses where they are quartered 
to-night with good effect.

A slrange Case—W oman Who Lives With» 
o n t Eating or Drinking 
C hicago, June 17th.—A Times' special 
from Battle Creek, Mich., says : Short men­ 
tion has been made in the Times at various 
times of Mrs. Nellie Ingram, who since last 
October has been unable to eat. She is now 
86 years old, and has been twice married. In 
girlhood she was a robust specimen of bloom­ 
ing health, and the possessor of a more 
than ordinary fine constitution, which 
did not grow less as she advanced 
in age. October 11th she stepped into a den­ 
tist’s office for the purpose of having a tooth 
extracted. She was then in the most perfect 
health, and weighed not far from ISO pounds. 
The tootb that was the occasion of her visit 
was a large double one, situated far back on 
the jaw, firm and fast, and very troublesome 
from a cavity. The extraction was a very 
difficult one, producing intense pain. Mrs. 
In cram became terribly excited, which cul­ 
minated in a nervous shock. A hack was 
called and she was conveyed home in a 
greatly prostrated condition. She was 


taken 
immediately 
with 
a 
severe 
pain 
in 
the 
bowels, 
which 
has 
continued night and day since that time, ac­ 
companied by a terrible sickness and nausea. 
She attempted to eat food to sustain life, but 
the presence of food only produced a loathing 
and deathly sickness. The experiment was 
repeatedly tried until it became a torment, 
and was given np. 
Since October 11, 
1880, she has lain in bed unable to take 
food or water, and have it remain 
on her Btomach. The attending physicians 
began giving her injections, thereby sustain­ 
ing life by a process of absorption. They 
have also sustained life by baths of beef tea, 
milk and snch highly nutritious liquids, with 
an occasional bath of alcohol to keep the 
pores open. She has lived for the past eight 
months on this thin diet. Her weight has 
been reduced from 180 to less than 
80 pounds, 
but her face still pre­ 
serves 
quite 
a healthy appearance. 
Her nerves are at snch a high tension that 
Bhe is unable to sleep more than two hours in 
twenty-four. A fitful dream is all that her 
state will allow. She has substantially lost 
her voice, and is unable to speak above a low 
whisper. A constant fever . attends her, ac­ 
companied by an inordinate thirst, but she 
cannot drink any more than eat.

The President and Auditor French-The 
Lattcr's Astonishing Action. 
C hicago, June 18th.—a. m.—The Times 
special from Washington says: President 
Garfield has said that he only wanted a good 
pretext to remove Auditor French. French 
has kindly furnished the President not only 
with a pretext but a positive reason for bis 
summary removal. 
Last winter Aud­ 
itor French 
made a furious 
attack 
on the Central Pacific, charging that 
that company 
had willfully diverted 
moneys which should have been paid 
into the Treasury on account of the sinking 
fund ; that that company were leasing for 
themselves auxiliary lines of road, on which 
freights were carried to the detriment of the 
main line. He had an injunction sworn 
out against the Central Pacific to pre­ 
vent it from declaring a dividend until the 
alleged deficits were made up. A suit against 
the company is now pending, and in charge 
of the Attorney-General. Recently Auditor 
French went west to gather testimony for the 
prosecution of this suit. During his absence 
he has written a most remarkable lptter to 
the President of the Central Pacific Railroad. 
In other words, he withdraws his entire case. 
The most astonishing thing about this is that 
French made no official report to the Depart­ 
ment, and has Dot given the Attorney- 
General the slightest information upon 
the 
subject. 
Instead 
of 
that 
he 
reports 
to 
the 
President 
of 
the 
Central Pacific, as if he were its paid creat­ 
ure, and eats his own words, uttered last win­ 
ter, with a satisfaction that calls seriously 
into question his motives. The Attorney- 
General is reported as having been very 
mnch incensed by French’s strange action. 
If French had reported all those facts to his 
superior officers here, there would perhaps 
have not been so much surprise ; but that he 
should say nothing to them aud everything 
to the President of the company, after he has 
been so faithfully prosecuting the suits, has 
created most serious adverse comment. A 
further significant fact is that this letter of 
FreDch’a was given out to the public through 
one of Jay Gould’s organs in New York, 
and through this publication French’s supe­ 
rior officers here to-dsy learned for the first 
time of this change of base. 


FOREIGN. 
Tlie C zar a n d His S u rro u n d in g '.. 
N ew Y o rk , June 17th.—The W orld's Lon­ 
don special says : Advices from St. Peters­ 
burg say that the Czar still keeps himself a 
close prisoner at Gotschina. Sappers and 
miners have dug up every rod of ground 
within a mile of the palace in search for 
mines. The water used in the palace is 
brought from St. Petersburg. It has been 
rnmored that the Nihilists timpered with the 
water supply at Gotschina. The troops em­ 
ployed in guarding the palace are changed 
every day. The Czar and family left |'or 
Peterhoff yesterday. The Commapder and 
officers of the guardship Potiinoff, lying 
there, have been removed and placed under 
police enrveillance, the Nihilists’ proclama­ 
tion and copies of the Will of Ike People, har­ 


ing been found on board the vessel.- The 
Czar is said to be a complete wreck. Some 
days he shuts himself np in his cabinet and 
refuses to see even the members of his suite. 
He intended some time ago to make Kief the 
Capital of Russia, but the recent operations of 
the Nihilists in the southwest have frightened 
him, and moreover, although the Russian 
press is silent on the subject, the peasants in 
the Kief Department threaten au agrarian 
war. The Czarina is prostrated with nerv­ 
ousness. Ignatieff’s attempts to stamp out 
Nihilism are laughed at by the leaders of the 
movement, and it is now evident that the 
contagion is rapidly spreading in the army, 
while the peasants, rendered desperate by 
crushing burdens, are no longer depended 
upon. Not long ago a few leading nobles of 
the Moderate party waited upon the Czar 
and urged him, if he valued the safety of the 
Empire, to grant liberal concessions to the 
peasants, and formulate a scheme of consti­ 
tutional reform, but he summarily dismissed 
them from his presence, and they were noti­ 
fied by the police the next day that it would 
be wisdom on their part not to meddle with 
the Emperor’s affairs. 
The peasants in 
olden times used to sigh, “ Heaven is too 
high, and the Czar too far to hear our pray­ 
ers.” Bat of late they have assnmed an at­ 
titude which bodes ill for the peace of 
Russia. 
N ihilists Sentenced. 
S t. P etersburg, June 17th.—The recent 
Court-martial of Nihilists at Kief sentenced 
two persons to death and the remaining eight 
to penal servitude or exile to Siberia. The 
Emperor commuted the death sentence to 
pen'll servitude for life.. The accused in­ 
cluded four women.
